The eighth Annual Convocation of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Porto Kico, assembled on Wednesday, June 17th 
in the Chureh of St. John the Baptist, San Juan. 

A service of Ordination was held at which the Rev. 
Paul R. R. Reinhardt, Deacon, was advanced to the Priest- 
hood. The Bishop of the District preached the Sermon, 
and the Candidate was presented by the Rev. F. A. War- 
den. Those assisting in the Laying on of Hands were the 
Rev. Messrs. F. A. Warden, Leonard Read and W. E. Hen- 
dricks. 

At 11.30 o’clock Convocation was called to order with 
Bishop Colmore in the Chair. 

With the permission of the Delegates present, the 
Bishop appointed the Rev. Paul R. R. Remhardt Secretary 
protem., the last Secretary being absent.

To the eighth Annual Convocation of the Missionary 
District of Porto Rico. 

During the past year the attention of your Chancellor 
has been given principally to two subjects: viz. titles to 
Church properties and taxes. | 


TITLES. 


In January of this year title was acquired to a piece 
of property in Santurce for the use of the Annunciation 
Mission. he title to this property was examined and 
found to be satisfactory before the deed was taken. An 
investigation of the title of a portion of the property in 
Vieques discloses the fact that the Rev. Mr. Bean, to whom 
this sale was made in 1894, failed to register his deed. 
The property was purchased by him from a partnership 
which was subsequently dissolved, the property of the 
partnership passing to Mr. Gustavo Mouraille. Mr. Mour- 
aille registered his titles, and among them the title to 
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this property. I anticipate no difficulty in arranging the 
matter with Mr. Mouraille. 

_ Thave also consulted with the Bishop and have ad- 
vised him with regard to the Church properties in other 
parts of the [sland. 


Shortly atter the arrival of Bishop Colmore, I was con- 
sulted with regard to the question of the taxes assessed 
against the Church properties at Vieques and at Ponce. 
Upon investigation I find-that the buildings at both places 
are used in part at least for school purposes. Lalso find 
that the Attorney General of Porto Rico has held thatthe 
residence of Bishop Jones in San Juan is exempt from 
taxation because a school is conducted in it. [ have there- 
fore, with the approval of the Bishop begun an action 
against the Treasurer of Porto Rico to recover the taxes 
on these properties which were paid under protest. The 
mount involved is insignificant, but the principle of the 
thing is what we are fighting for. 

A claim was also presented to the Treasurer of Porto 
Rico for the repayment of $15.60 which was improperly 
collected under two separate tax receipts for the same 
property. This claim was allowed by the Treasurer and 
the money refunded and is now ready to be turned over to 
the Treasurer of the District. 

Consultations with the Bishop have been frequent and 
as a result of these, a claim for the payment of rent of the 
building in Aguas Buenas was proved and paid. In this 
connection a claim is now pending, from Mr. Antero Rive- 
ra for services as Catechistat Aguas Buenas. In my opin- 
ion this claim is without merit.

The Secretary then asked Convocation the privilege of 
addressing iton an extra-convocational matter. This 
being granted he had the floor for about five minutes. 

Reports from the various Committees were then 
called for. | 

The Committee on Episcopal Support stated that 
there were no funds for this purpose and that there was 
nothing to report. 

The special Committee appointed by the. Bishop to 
consider the question of the Missionary Apportionment 
reported as follows:

Resolved, That the following change be made in the 
Constitution and that the proposed alteration be made 
known to the several Dioceses, in order that the same 
may be adopted at the next General Convention, in ac- 
cordance with Article XI, of the Constitution as follows;— 

Strike out Section 3 of Article I and insert in_ place 
thereof the following; 

Section 3. Upon the expiration of the term of office 
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of the Presiding Bishop, tiie General Convention shall elect 
the Presiding Bishop of the Church. The House of Bi- 
shops shall choose one of the Bishops having jurisdiction 
within the United States to be such Presiding Bishop, bya 
vote of a majority of all the Bishops entitled to vote in 
the House of Bishops, such choice to be subject to confir- 
mation by the House of Deputies. His term and tenure 
of office and duties shall be prescribed by the Canons o 
the General Convention. | 

But ifthe Presiding Bishop shall resign his office as 
such, or if he shall resign his episcopal jurisdiction, or if by 
reason of infirmity he shall become disabled, the Bishop 
next in seniority by consecration, having jurisdiction 
within the United States, shall thereupon become the 
Presiding Bishop till the next meeting of the General 
Convention. ( 

Resolved;—That the following change be made in the 
Constitution and the proposed alteration be made known 
to the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be 
adopted at the next General Convention in accordance 
with Article XI of the Constitution as follows; 

Strike out in the second line of Article I, Section 7 of 
the Constitution, «On the first Wednesday in October» 
and insert in the place thereof the following; «On the 
Wednesday after the first Sunday in October»,so that the 
section as amended shall read; 

Section 7. The General Convention shall meet in every 
third year ou the Wednesday after the first Sunday in Octo- 
ber, unless a different day be appointed by the preceeding 
Convention and at the place designated by such Conven- 
tion: but if there shall appear to the Presiding Bishop of 
the Chureh sufficient cause for changing the place so ap- 
pointed, he may appoint another place for such meeting. 
Special meetings may be provided for by Canon. 

Resolved;—That the following change be made in the 
Constitution and that the proposed alteration be made 
known to the several Dioceses, in order that the same may 
be adopted at the next General Convention, in accordance 
with Article XI, of the Constitution as follows; 

Add to the second paragraph of Article [IX the words 
«Provided however, that the General Convention may by 
Canon provide for a change of the place of trial» so that 
the paragraph as amended shall read as follows; | 

Presbyters and Deacons shall be tried by a Court ins- 
tituted by the Convention of the Diocese or by the Eecle- 
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siastical Authority of the Missionary District, in which 
they are canonically resident; provided, however, that the 
(Jeneral Convention may by Canon provide for a change 
of the place of trial. , 
Resolved;—That the following change be made in the 
Constitution, and that the proposed alteration be made 
known to the several Dioceses, in order that the same 
may be adopted at the next General Convention, in ac- 
cordance with Article XI of the Constitution, as follows; 
Amend Article X by inserting in line 18 of page 13 
aiter the words «Tables of Lessons» the words «and Table 
of Proper Psalms on Certain Days‘and Table of Selections 
of Psalms,» so that the Proviso as amended shall read; 
Provided, however, That the General Convention, at 
any meeting shall have power to amend the Tables of 
Lessons and Table of Proper Psalms on Certain Days and 
Table of Selections of Psalms by a majority of the whole 
number of Bishops entitled to vote in the House of Bi- 
shops, and by a majority of the Clerical and Lay Deputies 
of all the Dioceses entitled to representation in the House 
of Deputies voting by Orders. 
The following report of the «Joint Committee to report 
a plan for Uniform Registration of Communicants» is here- 
with transmitted in persuance of the following resolutio 
adopted at the last General Convention: | 
Resolved:—That the Secretary of the House of Depu- 
ties have this Report printed as a circular within one year 
after the final adjournment of this Convention, and sent 
to the Secretary of each Diocese and Missionary District, 
with the request that it be communicated to the next An- 
nual Convention or Convocation thereof, as the decision of © 
the General Convention, with reference to the registration 
and enumeration of Communicants.

REPORT. 


The Joint Committee appointed in J907, and contin- 
ued in 1910, «to report a plan for the uniform registra- 
tion of Communicantsy respectfully reports that it has 
viven the matter careful consideration, and is of the opin- 
ion that the different aspects of the question are admira- 
bly covered by the report made in 1907 by a similar 
Committee of the House of Deputies, to which they beg 
leave to refer. It will be found on pages 231 to 233 ofthe 
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Journal for that year. We agree,with all that is there 
said defining a «Communicant» as one who has received 
Baptism and Confirmation or has been formally admitted 
to the Holy Communion as being «ready and desirous to 
be Confirmed.» We reiterate that all such should be en- 
rolled and kept upon the Parish Register until death, 
transfer or discipline removes the name. 

Neglect ofthe privilege of receiving the Sacrament, long 
absence or even departure without a letter isnot sufficient 
reason for erasing a name, as the person may reappear or 
ask for transfer after many years. His rights as a poten- 
tial Communicant should be scrupulously conserved. On 
the other hand, parochial reports should not be padded 
with misleading statistics. To enumerate all these non— 
effective members is to exaggerate the real strength of the 
Parish. Communicants known to have neglected for 
three years the reception of the Holy Communion, in spite 
of due and sufficient opportunity therefor, should not be 
reported for statistical purposes. But, as above sugges- 
ted, nothing but death, transfer ordiscipline should justity 
the removal of a name from the Register. 

‘We recommend that this ruling be made known to the 
Diocesan authorities in order to secure the requisite un- 
iormity.

Capt. Griffith, Treasurer of Convocation, stated that: 
the amount assessed to the Mission at El Coto for Convo- 
cation expenses has been paid.

The Rev. Wm. E. Hendricks then read the following 
report of the Committee on the State of the Chureh:. 

To the 8th. Annual Convocation of the Missionary. 
District of Porto Rico. 

We, your Committee on the State of the Church, beg 
to report that upon due deliberation and careful study we 
find much upon the surface for which the pessimist may 
rejoice. True, there have been many discouragements. 
True, in the individual work there stand out many pres- 
sing needs. Ponce has a Church building in a delapidated 
condition. Mayagiiez is holding services in a building 
which is likely soon to be condemned by the city officers. 
Fajardo is still in a rented hall. Vieques also may not be 
passed by unnoticed. Despite this however, the work of the. 
Church though hampered is not dead. Behind the dark 
clouds is still the silver lining. 

The Committee therefore begs to suggest that a more 
optimistic view be taken. That while we as faithful ser- 
vants of the Church in this part of the Mission Field are 
often beaten in our plans for progress and success, we are 
not yet conquered, and further, that this Convocation sup- 
plicates the Prayers of the Church at large that in things 
spiritual and material we may grow to large success and 
that as we plant and water we wait upon the Lord for the 
increase.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


It is with great pleasure that for the first time I now 
welcome you to an Annual Convocation of this Mission- 
ary District. Owing to the necessity of my making a 
visit to the Missionary District of Haitiin May, I took 
advantage of the authority given me by Art. il of our 
Constitution to postpone our annual Convocation to 
this date. 

I must confess that Iapproach our work with a de- 
cided feeling of inexperience and incapacity, and am sure 
that you will be called upon to exercise patience and to 
forgive much that you will find wanting in me. Only as 
I feel sure of God’s call to this work do I have courage to 
undertake it. I have no doubt however of the loyalty of 
all of you and feel certain that you will cooperate to your 
utmost to make our deliberations successtul and to the 
glory of God’s name. 


CONSECRATION. 


_ My Vonsecration took place on Dec. 17, 1913 at my 
old home in Sewance, Tenn. The place was chosen for its 
sentimental attachment for me, and while the influence of 
the service may not have been very broad, its impression 
was deep and I feel sure will prove to be lasting. 


«IN MEMORIAM.» 


Before | touch upon the conditions and needs of this 
field as I find them, allow me to pause fora moment to 
recount the names of those Bishops of the Chureh who 
have gone to their reward since last December. Henry 
Douglas Robinson, Bishopof Nevada, cut off in his prime, 
died Dec. 18, 1913. Bishops Niles and Scarborough of 
New Hampshire and New Jersey, the 2nd. and 4th in 
order of seniority, in a ripe age, having finished their 
course and fought a good fight, do now rest from their 
labors. By removing Bishop Secadding of Oregon from this 
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‘world in the 56th year of his age, God has closed a life of 


singular activity and usefulness. May God grant them 


eternal peace and may light perpetual shine upon them. 


We should at this same time make recognition also of 


‘ God’s goodness to us in preserving the lives of all our 
‘ small band. While we have not been entirely free from 
' illness, yet God has spared us all to continue our work 


in His field. 
THE FIELD. 


Upon may arrival I found seven Missions manned by 
six clergy. Since that time one priest, the Rev. José Sanz 
has asked to be deposed from the Ministry and in accor- 
dance with Canon 33, has been suspended for a period 
of six months. This leaves vacant the two Missions of 

“St. Luke’s, Puerta de Tierra in this city and All Saints, 
Vieques. | i) 

With the completion of the Ordination of the Rev. 
Paul R. R. Reinhardt, we now have four priests and one 
Deacon, and with the services of the Bishop and the as- 
sistance of two catechists, these are taking care of the 
six organized Missions together with five Mission Sta- 


' tions where regular services are maintained. It is to be 
hoped that others will soon volunteer to fill these vacant 


places. 

SAN JUAN.—The Rev. F. A. Warden has for six vears 
been filling the place as Rector of St. John the Baptist’s 
‘in this city. Besides the Church in the city where the re- 
gular services are held, Mr. Warden issupplying’St. Luke’s 
Chureh, Puerta de’ Tierra, together with the outlying 
stations of The Annunciation and St, Paul’s. In this 
work he is assisted by a Catechist who is able to hold the 
services in both English and Spanish. There is too much 
work here for these men and we must have another Mis- 
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* sionary at St. Luke’s. 


PONCE.—The Rey. Paul R. R. Reinhardt has been in 
charge of Holy Trinity Church since his ordination to the 
Diaconate last year. The Congregation which had been 
without a Pastor for some three years has gradually been 


~ collected together and several excellent business methods 


have been puti'into use. ; 
‘ The'Missionary in charge here maintains regular ser- 


_ vices in Spanish at St. Luke’s Hospital which are appre- 


_ ciated by the nurses, convalescents and visitors to the 
Hospital. Besides the work at Ponce regular services 
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have been held at Guanica Centrale which are very well 
attended by the Church people and other well wishers 
living in the vicinity. Holy Trinity is now ona good 
footing, having regained a great deal that had been lost, 
and I want to take this opportunity of publicly thanking 
Mr. Reinhardt for what he has done. 
MAYAGUEZ.—The Rev. Leonard Read has been in 
charge of St. Andrew’s Mission for the past two years. 
Services are held in the two languages and a large and 
well ordered Sunday School is the promising feature of the 
work. Credit must be given t» Mr. Gerhardt Monefeldt, 
an old and faithful communicant for his valuable assis- 
tance in theSunday School. Mr. Monefeldt has translated 
into Spanish two grades of the Gwynne series of Sunday 
School lessons which I hope may be of great service in the 
Spanish speaking countries. . 
VIEQUES.—Since Mr. Read went to Mayaguez, Vie- 
ques has divided with Fajardo the services of the Priest 
resident at the latterplace. Owing to the difficulties of 
transportation, this arrangement has not been altogether 
satisfactory, although Miss Davidson, with the assistance 
of a Lay Reader has managed to keep the Congregation 
together. The Church people there are largely trom the 
British Islands and are devoted to the Church. 
FAJARDO.—The Rev. Mr. Hendricks has been ill since 
my coming to Porto Rico, and has been absent from the 
field since April, during which time his place at Fajardo 
has been ably filled by Sr Enrique Cuervos, a devoted Lay 
Reader and Postulant for Holy Orders. There seem to 
be opportunities for the Church at this place and the 
ground is doubtless prepared for some aggressive work. 
CAMPO ALEGRE.—This is a new work and one which 
is carried on entirely among the natives of the country on 
the private property of the Rev. John F. Droste. The 
work began as a Sunday School some two years ago and 
has naturally developed until in addition to the morning 
Sunday School, we have a well attended church service 
every Sunday evening. I had the pleasure on April 16, of 
laying the cornerstone for a stonechapel which Mr. Droste 
proposes to erect and turn over to the Church in Porto 
Rico. 
EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Since the development of the Public Schools has made 
that work so efficient, the need of our parochial schools 
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has grown less and the policy has been to stop that work 
as the Public School is able to accomodate the children. 

The two Schools in San Juan, at St. John’s and St. 
_Luke’s have been greatly reduced and now each has only 
one teacher, 

At Ponce the secondary grades of the School have 
been given up and only the primary and Kindergarten 
continued. It was considered wisest to do this and free 
Miss Cuddy for more aggressive work in visiting among the 
people of the Mission. | 

At Mayaguez however our School work is being ear- 
ried on aggressively though with a greatly reduced num- 
ber of children which was most necessary for the efficiency 
of the work. 

Under Miss. McCollough with the assistance of the 
Misses Mellowes, Beauchamp. and Castro, the School is 
doing excellent work scholastically, is a splendid spiritual 
influence in the Mission and the teachers are doing a most 
praiseworthy work in caring for certain orphans who have 
been committed to their charge. 


INSTITUTIONAL WORK 


The Physician in charge of St. Luke’s Hospital will 
present his report to you of work accomplished. 

The Hospital was reopened in March 1913 by Dr. 
Crossman with Miss Whitbeck as his only assistant. The 
work has been difficult and discouraging as the Physician 
was hew to the community and the work had to recom— 
mend itself again to the people. 

A large majority of the cases. have been charity pa— 
tients and while the amount. of suffering which has been 
alleviated has been large, necessarily the financial returns 
have been small and the expense has slightly exceeded the 
income. 

Miss. Whitbeck has resigned and returned to the States, 
and Miss. Etta L. Robbins an appointee of the Board has 
been appointed Superintendent with Miss. Leonora M. 
Kelton as her general assistant. 

We hope that the 2nd. year will show great improve- 
inent in the number of pay patients using the Hospital 
whereby the treatment of charity patients will be acom- 
plished without a deficit in the Treasury,  ‘ | 
: On the whole I think it is just to say that, while the 
situation of the work in Porto Rico is difficult, there is 
much thatis encouraging. There is need however of great 


meg a 


faith and much enthusiasm if we are going to succeed in 
our work for God. 

I think our policy for the present should be to work 
intensively, to strengthen what we have rather than to 
try to extend the work to other localities. The greatest 
need for the present is an increase in our working force. 
There is an immediate need of two more clergy who shall 
take up the work in the two vacant Missions. I ask the 
earnest prayers of all that God may lead men to volunteer. 

And now to our methods of work. It is of prime im- 
portance that we should have a proper understanding of 
our relationship to the Missionary Society of the Church. 
We should not allow the fact that we are recipients of 
the bounty of this Society, to cause us to forget that we, 
as individuals, are members of the same, made so by our 
Baptism. Only as weare obedient to the last command of 
of Our Saviour Christ, can we be true Christians, and so 
the truth has been recognized that the Church to be Christ- 
lan, must be Missionary, and that the Missionary Society 
_is necessarily composed of all those who by Baptism have 
protessed allegiance to Jesus Christ. 

The Board of Missions is composed of fifty members, 
Bishops, Presbyters and Laymen, allelected by the Church, 
and therefore representative of the Church, your represen- 
tatives in fact, entrusted with the work of carrying on 
the Missionary obligations of the Church. 

Let us not think of the Board of Missions therefore. 
as an arbitrary body of men, arbitrarily determining the 
matters which vitally affect.us, but rather let us regard 
them as our Representatives legislating for us in the 
matters relating to the Missionary work of the Church 
throughout the world And furtheremore, when the Board 
of Missions reports that they are facing a financial crisis 
in the form of a probable deficit, let us look upon that as 
our own problem and face the matter honestly and square- 
ly, asking ourselves not what will the Board do about it. 
but «what will we do about it.» Such a condition we are 
facing at the present time and there is need of all the aid 
we can give. However, we know and the Board knows 
that money alone cannot win the victory for which our 
Lord waits, so there is also need of our earnest prayers 
that God may open our hearts and minds to a realization 
of our obligations in obedience to Our Lord’s last com- 
mand on the Mount of Ascension. 

There is almost invariably found an innate opposition 
to the Missionary cause in Congregations which have 
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never been instructed on the subject. There seems to'be a 
human selfishness which opposes gifts to Missions before 
one realizes that by this means he is aiding in bringing the 
Church’s message to some hungry souls who have never 
known those blessings which he has always enjoyed. 

I honestly believe the solution of the difficulty of the 
Missionary work of the (hurch lies in Missionary educa- 
tion. I would urge you toestablish locally the Missionary 
organizations among the men as well as among the 
women of the Church. bane ) 

.. study classes taking some especial course in Missions 
each year are wonderfully effective in their influence. The 
Educational Department of the Board is only too glad to 
furnish information on the subject. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary which was established in Por- 
to Rico as a Diocesan Branch, but which had been in abe- 
yance for some time, has been reestablished and the effort 
is being made to arouse some enthusiasm in that con- 
nection. Branches are already established at St. John’s, 
San Juan, Mayagitiez, Vieques anda Junior Branch at 
Ponce. 

It is amatter of interest to you that the Woman’s 
Auxiliary may not be established in a Parish or Mission 
without the consent of the Rector or Missionary in charge 
of the same, and I may add that a Branch cannot succeed 
without the active support and assistance of the Rector. 

There are also the Junior Branch and Little Helpers, 
both auxiliary to the Board of Missions with the threefold 
object of Prayer for, Education about and Gifts for Mis- 
sions. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


When the Board makes the appropriation each year 
for the work throughout the world, the amount ofthe 
Budget is divided among the Dioceses and Missionary 
Districts by the fairest means possible and this amount 
called the «Apportionment», represents the very minimum 
expected of eachas its share in the great extension work 
of the Church at home and abroad. All offerings except 
«Specials», whether Woman’s Auxiliary, Sunday Schoolor 
general offerings, count towards making up the amount 
of the apportionment of a Diocese or Missionary District. 
Taking this fact into consideration, I do not think that 
the amount of Porto Rico’s Apportionment $189.00 
adequately represents our ability to contribute toward 
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the expense of the great Missionary work of the Church. 
I may add here that the apportionment Committee has 
this year again reduced the amount to be asked from us, 
to $157.00. Doubtless, the Committee on Parochial -re- 
ports will inform us on the subject of our Missionary 
offering for the past year and we will be able to judge as 
to the advisability of asking that our apportionment be 
increased. 


EVERY MEMBER CANVASS. 


The most efficient means which has yet been found for 
raising the parochial apportionment is the Every Member 
Canvass and Duplex Envelope System. Many imagine 
that an inereased Missionary offermg must necessitate 
reduced receipts for current expenses. But the experience 
of the parishes which have faithfully tried the Every Mem- 
ber Canvass has been that many new subscribers have 
been found to both the Missionary offering and current 
expense, with a corresponding increase in offerings simply 
through a systematic canvass of the-Congregation. Seve- 
ral of our Missions have already tried this system with 
encouraging results. Ido not mean to say that results 
ean be obtained through thissystem without work. There 
is much work in connection with its use but I believe that 
without exception it has proven time and energy well 
spent. 


GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND. 


While discussing the subject of general offerings, I 
would call your attention to the General Clergy Reliet 
Fund which is the Fund recognized by the General Con- 
vention for the relief of theaged and infirm Clergy and the 
widowsand orphans of deceased Clergymen. All congre— 
gations are required by Canon to contribute annually to 
this fund and the most appropriate time for such an 
offering is Whitsunday or the Christmas season. I com- 
mend this subject to each of you for your attention. 


RECORD OF SERVICES. 


It should be the duty of every Clergyman to keep a 
faithful record of all services. I have found some indiffer- 
ence in regard to this matter and it is not possible 
without such record to form an idea as to the compara- 
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tive attendance upon the services of the Church nor to 
make a full. report of the year’s work in a Mission. 

I wish also to call. your attention to the report pre- 
sented to the House of Bishops on the subject of «(Commu- 
nicants of the Church.» See Journal P. 316. Every con- 
firmed member must be accounted for. No one can be 
stricken from the list except in case of death, exeommuni- 
cation or transfer to another Parish or Mission. The 
Clergvman in charge of a congregation is respousible for 
the Communicants, and the rights of a person as such 
eannot be arbitrarily denied him. We should be careful 
therefore to properly transfer communicants removing 
from our cures and send the due notification to the cler- 
gyman to whose cure the communicant goes. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


Perhaps the most important part of the work of the 
Church is the training of children. In most eases the only 
Church training a child may get isin the Sunday School 
and as this usually lasts only one hour including the ser- 
vice and singing of hymns, there is little opportunity for 
instruction. | 

The courses therefore should be most carefully and 
definitely mapped out and prepared that the greatest 
efficiency possible may he procured. 

I would suggest that a Board of Religious Education be 
established by this Convocation to carefully consider the 
whole matter of Sunday School {lesson material and the 
most important subject of the training of teachers. Op- 
portunity should be taken by all who can do so, of atten- 
ding one of the Sunday School Institutes held annually in 
the U. 8. that the methods may be applied to our con- 
ditions. 

Translations of the Sunday School material into 
Spanish are most necessary and I hope that in the near 
future another grade of the Gwynne series will be available 
for use. 


ELECTION OF DELEGATES TO TRE FIRST 
PROVINCIAL SYNOD. 


We have before us the duty of electing delegates to the 
first Synod of the 2nd Province which is to be held at 
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Brooklyn on the 27th of October in this year, I hope 
very much that this District may be represented there. 
PROPOSED CANONICAL CHANGES. 

There are also certain notices from the Secretary of 
the House of Deputies of the General Convention, of pro- 
posed changesin the Canons which this Convocation may 
consider at its convenience. 


HAITI. 


At the last General Convention, the House of Bishops 
accepted the cession of territory comprised in the Republic 
of Haiti from the Orthodox Apostolic Church in Haiti and 
constituted it.a Missionary District, at the same time 
placing it under the Episcopal Supervision of the Bishop 
of Porto Rico. 

I have made one visit to that Missionary District and 
while there, canonically transferred thirteen Clergy to the 
Missionary District of Haiti and ordained one Deacon to 
the Priesthood. I held Confirmation at nine Stations 
confirming in all 219 candidates. 

I shall be obliged to visit. Haiti several times each year, 
and owing to the inconvenience of travel between the Is- 
lands will consume from four to six weeks on each trip. 
Task your indulgence under that “ecessity and trust that 
my iat from Porto Rico will not inconvenience our 
work. 


TREASURER. 


Heretofore it seems to have been the custom to make 
a combination of the two offices of Treasurer of the Do- 
inestic and Foreign Missionary Society for Porto Rico and 
the Treasurer of this Convocation. 

It is my desire to separate these offices and to elect a 
Treasurer of the Convocation in accordance with Art- 
icle IIT of our Constitution, «who shall receive from the 
various Missions all offerings taken in accordance with 
Canon 7, of this District. 

I will also ask that the offerings made at the official 
visitations of the Bishop be sent to the Treasurer of the 
Convocation to be used for the purpose of extending the 
Mission work in Porto Rico. 

Finally my Brethren let me urge it upon you to go 
about your work with enthusiasm and faith in God. Re- 
member that this is not your work but God’s and that 
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if is not as large as you think it should be, you are not 
therefore to be discouraged but rather to make sure that 
your part of the work has been faithfully done and then 
trust God for the increase. 

Since coming to this work in January, I have attend- 
ed to the correspondence of my office, visited all the Miss- 
ions of our Church, baptized two infants. confirmed thirty 
persons, laid the cornerstone for one chapel, issued four 
Lay Reader’s licenses, admitted one Postulant, suspended 
for six months one Priest and spent six weeks in Haiti. I 
pray God that He will greatly bless our deliberations and 
that we may seriously undertake the work before us.

REPORT OF MISS. FRANCES CUDDY, PONCE, 
Ponce, Porto Rico. June 15, 1914, 


Holy Trinity School opened Sept. 22, 1913, with 23 
children in the Primary School and 23 in the Kindergar- 
ten class, 

In January the primary school was overcrowded with 
forty five children and on the first of March twenty pupils 
were promoted to the third grade andsent tothe Public 
School. School closed June 12th with 40 children, 23 of 
whom have registered for Public school, leaving 17 in the 
Kindergarten. 

This year, all children who could afford it have paid a 
nominal fee of 5cents a week, averaging a little over seven 
dollars a month.

MISSION OF THE TRANSFIGURATION. 
W. E. HENDRICKS, MISSIONARY. 


During the time in which I have been privileged to es- 
tablish and carry on the work entrusted to me, two years 
and nine months, Ihave officiated wholly or in part at 195 
services including the administrations of the Holy Kucha- 
rist. The difficulties attending our efforts have not been 
without the bounds of those usually experienced in pioneer 
work. Yet the cordiality with which our plan was recei- 
ved can only be measured by the abiding interest in behalf 
of the services of the Church. 

Without any attempt to proselyte at the sacrifice of 
other religious bodies; | have taken the positive rather 
than the negative method of presentation; the key of our 
success, even among the Romans who today regard us as 
friends and not foes. For the past year, however, the 
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work was interrupted by my additional charge of All 
Saints, Vieques. This divided time, rather than interest, 
weakened our attendance considerably and might have 
eventually proven disastrous but continuing in true 
spirit and in love, the Lord Himself who builded the House 
suffered not our labours to be in vain, showering blessings 
when most needed. 

Early in our history, a school in behalf of the Mission 
was established wholly on my own resources, but the per- 
sonal sacrifices grew too much in the light of my other 
financial obligations and after ten months of good work 
we regrettingly had to drop what would have been, to my 
mind, seed for greater things. I feel positive that the ex- 
perimental stage of the work has long passed and the 
greatest stumbling block today in the way of progress is 
the lack of a suitable church building. 


Report oF Miss, SARAH R. DAvipson, VIEQUES, 


In the three years that have passed since the last con- 
vocation, we have had several changes in Vieques, but 
work continues on the same lines as in previous years. 

The congregation remains about the same. A few 
new members are added, but they do not more than make 
up for those lost by removal or death, | 

Four have been confirmed, and several have returned 
to Vieques after long absence. Seven have died. 

The classes forgirls have grown. Seventy four names — 
are on the roll, and five boys. All are expected to attend 
the Sunday School, but the attendance seldom reaches 
more than half that number. 


The class for sewing and embroidery is very much 
liked. It meets on Saturday raornings and about forty 
were working during the year. I have to refuse many as 
it is impossible for one person to teach so many. It 
would seem natural to think I could find helpers among 
those who have been coming to the class for years but the 
poorer ones all go out to work, and often away from Vie- 
ques and others go away to school or marry. There are 
some who may be useful soon. 


She smaller children are divided into two classes, and 
meet Wednesday and Friday afternoons, after school 
hours for a sort of Kindergarten. _ 

_ The Womans Auxiliary has fifteen members and occa- 
sional visitors at the meetings. Times have been hard in 
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Vieques and work scarce and poorly paid and the amount 
sent to the Triennial offering was small; $12.45. 

The apportionment of $15.00 was _ raised and sent 
soon aiter Easter. 

The Bishop visited Vieques March 22. Celebrated the 
Holy Communion; preached at Matins and held Con- 
firmation in the evening. This celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist is the only one we have had since the 11th of 
January. All the other services have been held as usual. 
One oi the men of the choir helps me on Sundays. Wehad 
services daily except Saturdays, in Lent, and on Wednes- 
days and Holy Days at other times. 

I havedone what I could to keep the buildings in order 
and the Board of Missions appropiated $72.00 to paint 
the church, but the wooden balcony in the rear of the pa- 
rish building is much out of repair and for the preserva- 
tion of the property needs immediate attention. 

The people are too poor to beexpected todo any 
things towards it. The Sunday offerings do not pay the 
small weekly expenses. |

REPORT OF CATECHIST ENRIQUE CUERVOS. (TRANSLATION) 


_My work since the last Convocation held during the 
Episcopate of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Van Buren has been in 
the city of Mayaguez, at the Reformatory School, and 
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lastly in Fajardo.

In this city for a time I held the services of Morning 
and Evening Prayer and Sunday School every Sunday as 
well as the services of Evening Prayer and Litany on 
Wednesdays and Fridays assisted by our *faithful Lay 
Reader Mr. Monefeldt who sacrifices himself and works 
gratuitously and ceaselessly in spite of his many years and 
physical weakness. I also held daily Morning Prayer for 
the children of the parish school except on Saturdays. 
until the Rev. Leonard Read came, and I then worked 
under his direction. I have also baptized various chil- 
dren and held various funerals which are duly registered 
in the parish Register. 
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REFORMATORY SCHOOL, 


Almost as soon as I arrived in Mayaguez I began to 
think about the poor boys in the Reformatory School. 
The government, to be sure, has done all in its power for 
the development of the physical and mental side of these 
boys but almost nothing for the welfare of their souls. 

They know that they are practically prisoners until they 
shall be twenty one years old because they have been 
euilty of certain sins which the law of the land punishes. 
My interest was increased when I learned that they were 
to be removed from the provisional quarters provided in 
the city of Mayaguez to a country farm about three miles 
away. The place is practically a desert. The absence of 
neighbors, the scarcity of vegetation on account of the 
lack of water, makes the place practically as desolate as a 
desert Island. 

The Reformatory having been removed I tried to find 
out if any provision had been made for the spiritual wel- 
fare of those poor sheep but I was quite surprised to find 
out that not one of the many ministers of Mayaguez was 
in the habit of visiting the Reformatory. 

I therefore solicited permission to hold services in the 
institution, said permission being granted. The aathori- 
ties helped me much in the work. I was requested to limit 
myself to the preaching of Christian morality. Of course 
I made use of the Prayer Book. Once I was quite suprised 
atthe following incident. One day the President of the 
institution being surprised that most of the inmates were 
preparing for attendance at the service he told them that 
only such as believed in our form of religion were expected 
to attend. The whole school attended service, in that 
manner showing that they were desirous of taking advan- 
tage of the only services provided. 

Some time after that the Roman Catholic Parish 
Priest of Cabo Rojo began to visit the institution but his 
visits were limited to three. 

The Adventists also madea few visits but soon got 
tired. . 


FAJARDO. 


My work in Fajardo was for two and a half months 
while the Missionary in charge was having his vacation. 
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The work there was practically thesame as the work done 
in Mayaguez. I baptized one child in articulo mortis.

I began work at El Coto on April 20, 1918. Since 
then I have held 75 services on Sunday evenings. ‘I'wice 
I was absent to assist the Rev. F. A. Warden, as curate 
of St. Johns, being’ appointed as such by the Rt. Rey. 
Albion W. Knight in Oct. 1913. 

_ Aug. 24th I started also a Sunday School. 25 pupils 
were present. Now 96 are on the roll. The highest at- 
tendance was June 7th. when 71 were present. 

The average attendance at the evening services has 
been 50. During Lent I started services on Wednesday 
and Friday nights. These weekday services have been 
continued by request. The average attendance is 36. 

The 23d. of Feb. we were honored by a visit of the Rt. 
Rey. Bishop Colmore and alsoon April 16th. on the occa- 
sion of the laying of the cornerstone fora Chapel. The 
services are held in the packingshed but I hope to have 
the chapel by the close of this year. The Sunday School 
sent as a Lenten offering $5.95 to the Board of Missions. 
No collections were taken at the services until after the 
corner stone was laid. Whatever they contribute willgo 
towards furniture for the chapel.

Motions for any of these proceedings shall be in the or- 
der of precedence as named, and a question on any of these 
shall be decided before the original motion, which shall 
then be put as altered or not. 

VI. All amendments shall be considered in the order 
in which they are proposed. A motion amending an 
amendment may be entertained, but no second amend- 
ment to an amendment can be entertained. A substitute 
for the whole may be received and acted upon, provided 
the substitute be on the same subject.

next preceding Annual Meeting of the Parish or Mission, or 
in the event of a failure on the part of the Parish or Mission 
to make such choice, appointed by the Minister in charge.” 
Each member shall be entitled to one vote, but when there is a 
vote by orders it shall require a majority in both orders to adopt 
a proposed measure. ‘The Bishop shall preside, or if there be 
no Bishop, the President of the Standing Committee shall pre- 
side, or in the case of the absence of one or both of these of- 
ficers, the Convention may elect a president pro-tempore. 


The Committee on Constitution an canons recommended 
the adoption of the amendment to Article V of the Constitution, 
proposed and passed at the eighth annual convocation of the Mis- 
sionary District of Porto Rico, A. D. 1914 and recorded on page 
16, of the Journal of 1914. 


The Rev. Samuel Sutcliffe moved that the report of the 
Committee be laid on the table and made the first order of 
business at the session of May 12th. Seconded and carried. 


The Rev. Lefferd M. A. Haughwout proposed a canon on 
Religious Education. Referred to the committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons. 


The Rev. Lefferd M. A. Haughwout introduced a resolu- 
tion amending canon 19. Referred to the Committee on Cons- 
titution and Canons. 


The Chair appointed the Rev. Enrique Cuervos to read 
Morning Prayer in Spanish at 8:30 A. M. Wednesday morning, 
May 12th. 


The Convocation adjourned until 8:30 A.M. Wednesday 
morning. 
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Minutes of the Second Day of the 9th 
Annual Convocation of the Missionary District of Porto Rico. 
May 12th. 


Morning Prayer was read in Spanish by the Rev. Enrique 
Cuervos Gaetan, at 8:30 A. M. 

The Convocation was called to order at 9:15 A. M. with 
Bishop Colmore in the chair. 

The roll was called and a quorum was found to be present. 

The minutes of previous day were read and approved. 


The Rev. Leonard Read, chairman of the Committee on 
qualifications reported that Mrs. Mary Droste had been regularly 
appointed a delegate to the Convocation from the Resurrection 
Mission, El Coto, and entitled to a seat and vote. 

The chair announced that the order of the Day was the con-— 
sideration of the amendment to Article 5 of the Constitution. 

The Committee on Constitution and Canons submitted the 
following supplementary report. ‘Your committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons. having discovered an error in the printing of 
the Amendment to Article 5 of the Constitution on page 16 of 
the Journal of the Eigth Annual Convocation of the Missionary 
District of Porto Rico, beg to report that the words, “‘and three 
laymen” were omitted after the word ‘Bishop.’ The original 
amendment as proposed to the Eighth Annual Convocation reads 
as follows:—Three of the Clergy, exclusive of the Bishop, and 
three laymen, entitled to seats and votes shall constitute a 
quorum, but a less number may adjourn from day to day” 


Your committee recommends the adoption of the above 
amendment as corrected.

The Rev. Mr. Reinhardt moved that the recommendation 
of the committee referring the matter of Missionary apportion- 


ment to the finance committee be adopted. Seconded and 
carried. 


The Committee on Episcopal support submitted the follow- 
ing report. . 

To the Ninth Annual Convocation of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Parto Rico. 


We, your committee on Episcopal support beg to report that 
upon investigation we find that no offerings have ever been made 
towards the fund for Episcopal support. We _ therefore 
beg te recommend that the Clergy be instructed to attend to the 
matter and urge their people to make a yearly offering at As- 
censiontide for this purpose, said offering to be sent to the 
Treasurer of the Convocation to be invested by him for the sup- 
port of the Episcopate. |

The following report of the Committee on the State of the 
Church was presented by the Rev. Mr. Haughwout. 

Your committee begs to report that from the statistics sub- 
mitted by the various Parishes and Missions, as well as from 
the information contained in the Bishop’s address, there is every 
evidence of an encouraging improvement in the state of the 
Church in this district. The number of confirmations in par- 
ticular is cause for congratulation there being an increase over 
last year of over one hundred percent. 

In the department of institutional work, the progress of St. 
S:. Luke’s Hospital is deserving of special notice. Its usefulness 
is increasing day by day, and its financial condition shows 
steady improvement. The spiritual work in connection with 
the chapel is also encouraging and for the first time in its his- 
tory a considerable body of the nurses are communicants of the 
Church. 

Its is the belief of your committee that more attention should 
be given throughout the District to the work among those native 
Porto Ricans who have abandoned the Roman Church, and are 
untouched by other religious influences. This is the largest and 
most important field which lies open to us, and calls for wise and 
energetic action. 

The condition of our Sunday Schools leaves much to be 
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desired, and unless something is done to increase their ef- 
ficiency, the Church cannot hope for that increase which she 
has a right to expect. Emphasis must be laid upon the principle 
that the ultimate test in this department is in the results produc- 
ed in training our young people for confirmation. No system 
of instruction, however well devised, is of much worth which 
does not accomplish this end. The most pressing need of the 
Sunday School, as well as of our work in general, is provision 
for literature in the Spanish language. Until this is supplied 
the propaganda of the Church must be content to mark time. 
Your committee earnestly recomends that such action be taken 
as the Bishop may deem advisable to bring this need to the at- 
tention of the Board of Missions, and of the Church in general. 

Attention is also called to the imperative need of Church 
buildings in Mayaguez, Fajardo and Ponce. At the first named 
place in‘particular the situation is one which demands prompt 
action. At El Coto on the other hand, the Church has been 
enriched both materially and spiritually by the erection of a 
Churchly and comodious structure. 

Your committee would suggest that hereafter the parochial 
reports be submitted to them at least ten days before the meeting 
of convocation in order that they may be studied and tabulat- 
ed, and the committee’s report be presented to the Convocation 
on the first day of its session.

The Rev. Mr. Sutcliffe read the report of the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons. 

Your committee recommends the adoption of the following 
amendment to Canon 9. 

Section 1. The power to establish an organized mis- 
sion in any town or locality is hereby vested in the Bishop of 
the District. An organized mission is, for the purpose of 
these canons, a congregation over which a Missionary may be 
placed at any time by the authority of the Bishop. No organiz- 
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ed mission shall be established in any town or locality until a 
written application signed by at least ten adult persons declaring 
their attachment to the Protestant Episcopal Church, and their. 
purpose to sustain the services of said Church, shall‘have been 
made to the Bishop and approved by him. 


Section 2. The Bishop shall appoint annually in each or- 
ganized mission, a Finance Committee, consisting of the Minis- 
ter-in-charge, as chairman, and such other baptized persons as 
the Bishop may determine, whose duty shall be to promote the 
temporal welfare of the mission, and who shall hold office until 
their successors are appointed. 


Mr. Haughwout moved that the amendment to Canon 9 
be adopted, seconded by Miss Davidson. Carried. 


Your committee recomends the amendment of canon 19 to 
read as follows: 


These cannons may be altered or amended in the following 
manner. Proposed alterations or amendments shall be submitted 
in writing upon the first day of the annual convocation, and 
when reported by the committee on Constitution and Canons 
may be voted upon on the second day of the Convocation. A 
majority vote of the convocation shall be necessary for the adop- 
tion of any such alteration or amendment, and when so adopted, 
such alteration or amendment shall become operative upon its 
approval by the House of Bishops. 

Upon motion by the Rev. Mr. Haughwout the amendment 
was adopted. 

Your committee further reports in favor of the adoption of 
the following new canons: 

Canon on Board of Religious Education and Literature. 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Religious Educa- 
tion and Literature, consisting of the Bishop, and three presby- 
ters and two lay persons appointed by him at each annual Con- 
vocation, who shall hold office until their successors are ap- 
pointed. The Bishop shall be the Chairman ex-officio, and the 
Board shall choose at its first annual meeting an Executive Se- 
cretary, whose duty shall be to direct the work of the board, sub- 
ject to the advice of the Bishop. 

Section 2. The Board so constituted shall collate and dis- 
pense information with regard to the best methods of Sunday 
School work, with such recommendations as they see fit, and shall 
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make provision for Sunday School supplies and other Church 
literature in the English and Spanish languages. Any other mat- 
ter relating to their department may be referred to them by the 
Convocation. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Haughwout the canon was adop- 
ted. 

Your committee recommends the adoption of the following 
canon on the Committee on the State of the Church. 

Section 1. At each convocation the Bishop shall appoint 
a Committee consisting of two clergymen and two lay persons to 
act as the Committee on the State of the Church, which com- 
mittee shall continue in office until their successors are ap- 
pointed. . 

Section 2. Each parish and mission shall send to the 
Bishop one week before the meeting of the Convocation a com- 
plete report of the State of said parish or mission on blanks to 
be provided by him. 

Section 3. The Committee shall tabulate such reports and 
make a written report accompanied by such tabulation to each 
convocation.

Bishop’s Address to the ninth seston of the Convocation 
of Porto Rico. 


It gives me much pleasure to welcome this Convocation a 
second time to its work and deliberations. Only two of you who 
are present today have ever had a seat in this body as Clergymen 
before, and yet we have one more in the Clerical order than at 
our meeting last year. 

Owing to my absence from the District during the month 
of May last year, the annual meeting was postponed for a month, 
and inadvertently the reports were called for to date from June 
Ist 1913 to June 1st 1914. This necessitates a report this year 
of only eleven months, or from June Ist 1914 to May Ist 1915. 
I hope that our records for the year will not suffer greatly bv 
the omission of this twelfth part of a year’s work, but in making 
comparisons this fact must be borne in mind. 

Three of the Bishops of the Church have gone to their rest 
during the past year, all of them apparently still in the prime 
of life. 

Robert Strange, D. D. Bishop of East Carolina was stricken 
while in attendance at the General Convention in New York, 
and was unable to take up again the work of his Diocese. He 
died on August 23rd 1914. 

Franklin Spencer Spalding, D. D. Missionary Bishop of 
Utah, was run over and killed by an automobile in Salt Lake 
City on the 25th of September. This came as a terrible shock 
to the whole Church, since he was looked upon as one of the 
strongest and best known of our Western Bishops. He had al- 
ready become a national figure, and the many express'ons of 
appreciation from representatives of all Christian bodies attest 
his influence and usefulness in the Nation. 

William Farrar Weeks, D. D. Bishop Co-adjutor of Ver- 
mont, was fatally stricken with disease almost immediately after 
his consecration, in January 1913. God took him to join the 
hosts of the Church Expectant on October 23rd 1914. Rest 
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eternal may God grant unto them and light perpetual shine 
upon them.”’ 
On January 26th of this year I Ordered Deacon Mr. Enri- 


que Cuervos Gaetan and advanced to the Priesthood the Rev. 
Johan F. Droste. The candidates were presented by the Rey. 
Messrs. Sutcliffe and Read, who also assisted in the laying on 
of hands. The Rey. Mr. Droste was appointed on the staff of 
Clergy in October of last year and is in charge of the Mission 
of the Ressurrection, at El Coto. The Rev. Mr. Cuervos is 
working with the Spanish speaking congregation at St. Luke’s 
Church and in the outlying Missions of St. Paul’s and the An- 
nunciation. 


Since our last report a number of changes have taken place 
in the personel of the Staff. In July the Rev. William E. 
Hendricks resigned his appointment to take effect on August , 
3st, and left Porto Rico on July 18th. The work at the 
Transfiguration in Fajardo was carried on temporarily by a 
Lay-reader. Miss Iva M. Woodruff was reappointed on the 
staff last year and began her work in connection wit’) the parish 
of the Holy Trinity in Ponce on the first of September. 


Miss Elizabeth Mellowes, who had been a Teacher for some 
time in St. Andrew’s school, Mayaguez, resigned and her resig- 
nation was accepted to date from October the thirty-first. Her 
place has been filled temporarily by Mrs. Tornoe, who lives in 
that city. | 

On October 21st the Rev. Samuel Sutcliffe arrived from 
the United States having received an appointment on the Porto 
Rico staff. His arrival among us was most opportune since 
the Rev. Mr. Warden left the same day on a leave of absence. 
and Mr. Sutcliffe was able to take up his work without interrup- 
tion. It has been of great assistance to me to have Mr. Sut- 
cliffe here and I do not see how we could have done the work ° 
in San Juan without him. He has been active in the pastoral 
work of the parish of St. John’s as well as in the Sunday 
school, and has been most helpful with the choir. I want to 
take this opportunity of publicly thanking Mr. Sutcliffe for his 
timely assistance. : 

During the summer recommendation was made to and au- 
thority received from the Board of Missions to discontinue the 
parish school at St. John’s Church, San Juan, and to concen- 
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trate our efforts on the School institutional work at St. Luke’s. 
Accordingly Miss Julia A. C. Jackson was “employed in the 
field” for the settlement work at St. Luke’s, and she arrived in 
San Juan on the 7th of December. It has been slow and diffi- 
cult work at St. Luke’s but we are gradually working out a 
policy and hope soon to be able to accomplish some lasting work. 
The Rev. Lefferd M. A. Haughwout was appointed on the 
staff in November of last year and reached San Juan on De- 
cember 10th. Mr. Haughwout went directly to Ponce and took 
up the work as Rector of the parish of the Holy Trinity: 
~ On December 18th the Rev. P. R. R. Reinhardt moved to 
Fajardo and opened the Chapel of the Transfiguration for re- 
gular services again. Since going to Fajardo Mr. Reinhardt 
has also been giving half his time to the Mission of All Saints 
at Vieques. While these two Missions are better off than they 
have been for a long time, there is still need for a _ separate 
Clergyman for Vieques, since it is very unsatisfactory for all 
concerned that the Clergyman spend only half his time in either 
place. The latest change which has taken place in the staff is 
the resignation of the Rev. Frederick A. Warden, of this parish. 
Mr. Warden was connected with this District for almost eight 
vears and at times was the only Priest of this Church on the 
Island. In giving up Mr. Warden we lose one of our strongest 
links with the past life of the District. He has been cano- 
nically transferred and has taken up the work as Rector of the 
parish at Moorestown, New Jersey. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Eight services of Confirmation have been held during the 
year with a total of 53 persons confirmed and received into the 
Communion of this Church. 


WOMANS AUXILIARY. 


This most important branch of the work has made steady 
progress not only in the number of branches established but also 
in the interest and enthusiasm manifested. I beg that the 
Clergy will give this organization among the women of the 
Church their most careful consideration. An intelligent know- 
ledge of and interest in tle Missionary work and the general af- 
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fairs of the Church is most necessary to the life and vigor of 
any parish or mission. ‘The organizations of the Church are 
looked upon too frequently as mere agencies for raising money, 
whereas the chief benefit to be derived from such a society as 
the Auxiliary is a deepening of the spiritual life and a know- 
ledge of the Church which takes us out and beyond our own 
narrow and limited bounderies. We have a Diocesan organi- 
zation and although there may be no possibility of holding a 
meeting of the representatives, yet there will be abundant op- 
portunity for the Clergy and others interested to obtain inform- 
ation on the subject. 


ST. LUKE’S MEMORIAL HOSPITAR 


It is with great pleasure that I am able to report much im- 
provement in the material condition of this institution. The in- 
terest of the local Physicians of Ponce has been sought earnestly 
during the past year and the result of this extra effort is begin- 
ning to be manifested. A staff of six local physicians besides 
the Medical Director, Dr. Crossman, has been appointed, each 
of whom is given the privilege of using four beds in the charity 
wards. Several of these Physicians have availed themselves of 
this privilege and are practicing at the hospital regularly, which 
means of course that we care for some of their pay patients 
as well as the charity ones. Another extra effort has been made 
to interest the citizens of Ponce, and to this end an advisory com- 
mittee, composed of eight influential men of the city, has been 
appointed who are constantly kept informed of the condition of 
affairs at St. Luke’s. Miss Robbins, whose work as Superin- 
tendent has been a large factor in the success attained, has also 
organized a Hospital Guild, composed of the ladies of Ponce, 
who have made articles, useful in the charity work of the hos- 
pital and have given entertainments for the benefit of its sup- 
port. The people are getting to understand more and more 
that St. Luke’s is a Church institution and the spiritual work 
accomplished there in the past is begnining to make itself evident 
in a closer relation between the hospital and the parish of Holy 
Trinity. I wish it were possible for every worker in the Dis- 
trict to have the opportunity of seeing the work of St. Luke’s at 
first hand. I am sure that the Church at large will have cause 
to feel proud of this institution. 
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BUILDINGS. 


Since our last meeting two buildings have been added to the 
list of Church property. The one, the Chapel of the Resurrec- 
tion at El Coto de Manati is of solid concrete construction, and 
will seat about 150 persons. It is very churchly in appearance 
‘and furnishings and is a great credict to the devoted 
Missionary and his wife. I should, in justice, add that the cost 
of construction has been borne almost entirely by the Rey. J. F. 
and Mrs. Droste. The Chapel is built on their own land which 
is later to be deeded to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 


Society, when the consecration will take place. The other, the 
Physicians residence, at St. Luke’s Hospital, is also of concrete, 
and is built on the hospital grounds in a commanding situation. 
‘This residence is the gift of friends in the United States and has 
-cost about $5300. 


MISSIONARY APPORTIONMENT. 


It is with a feeling of just pride that we come to this meet- 
ing of Convocation with our missionary apportionment almost if 
not entirely paid up for this year. In answer to the inform- 
ation that the District of Porto Rico had at the last Convocation, 
asked for an increase in the apportionment, the following resol- 
ution was passed by the Board of Missions: “Resolved: that 
in granting the request of the Bishop of Porto Rico that the ap- 
portionment for the District be increased from $150 to $225, the 
Board wishes to express its appreciation of this action.” As 
you know, the end of the Board’s fiscal year is August 31st and 
for the District to have accomplished its purpose with four 
months to spare, is Indeed a record of which we may be proud. 
‘The apportionment committee may find it necessary to revise the 
amounts as assigned to the various missions last year, but the 
result has shown that the committee was justified in recom- 
mending the increased amount for the entire District. I hope it 
may be found possible to increase the amount of our apportion- 
ment until we can gradually assyme our just responsibility for 
the work of the Church throughout the world, in winning the 
world to Christ. 
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EMERGENCY FUND. 


Information has been received from the Board of Missions: 
to the effect that there will in all probability be a deficit at the 
end of this fiscal year amounting to some $400,000.00 and to avoid 
such a condition, and appeal has been made to the whole Church, 
that each communicant be asked to give one day’s income or 
wage before June 1st. Naturally the Church in Porto Rico 
desires to have her share in this movement, and I have sent a 
letter to all the Clergy asking that they undertake to canvass 
their congregation for this purpose, and that a report of the 
result be given at the Convocation, both as to the number con- 
tributing and the total amount contributed in cash and pledges. 


Sunday, May 9th was appointed as the date for the conclusion 
of the work. I hope that the reports will be encouraging, not 
simply in the amount of money received, for at best our part 
must necessarily be small, but as an evidence of our desire to. 
be a real part of the living organism of Christ’s Body, the 
Church. Let us not forget to pray for the success of this ef- 
fort, that the work of the Church may not have to be diminished. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL LENTEN OFFERING. 


This annual offering has long recognized as a power in 
the Church, both materially as an aid to the Board, and spitit- 
ually as a means of education in Missions and missionary glv- 
ing. I believe that the most is not generally made of this op- 
portunity to set before the children of the Church during Lent 
the great lessons of Missions as well as information on the work 
the Church is doing. I suggest that a committee be appointed. 
by this Convocation, to devise a means of interesting and in- 
structing the children of the Sunday Schools in regard to the 
object for which they are giving their money during Lent. This 
committee might also have charge of procuring the mite boxes. 
from the Board and distributing them, in the quantities needed, 
to the several Sunday Schools of the District. In this way time 
would not be lost in procuring the boxes from a distance as 
often happens, when each mission orders them direct from New 
York. 
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SUNDAY SCHOOLS AND LITERATURE. 


I sincerely hope that the committee on Sunday Schools will 
present a good report to this Convocation. Hardly any of our 
work can be as important as that among the youth of the 
Church, and yet we are working without system or purpose. We 
should adopt some curriculum as a basis and have all the Schools 
of the District conform in some measure to it. The Sunday” 
School teachers should receive instruction in the course from: 
the Clergy, and the older members of the School should be: 
given a course in teacher training which will fit them for the: 
work of teachers, whereby we will fill that great need and solve: 
the difficulty which every Rector finds, viz; the lack of Sunday 
School Teachers. In this connection I will say that the se- 
cond grade of the Gwynne series of which I spoke last year has 
at last been put in the hands of the printer and should be com- 
pleted in the course of another month. 


PROVINCIAL SYNOD. 


We are the only Missionary District included in the Pro- 
vince of New York and New Jersey, and this fact presents a 
splendid opportunity for us. A sympathetic co-operation in 
the work of the provincial synod would awaken much interest 
in this District. I can imagine the several Dioceses in this pro- 
vince becoming so interested in our work that individual pa- 
rishes might elect to pay the total expenses of our missions. Of 
course this would be of no more personal benefit to us than the 
present system, but it would be of great assistance to the Board 
of Missions, since it would give the personal touch which is 
such a strong appeal in missionary giving. I have communicated 
with the Secretary of the Province and he is anxious to visit this 
District in order to inform himself at first hand as to the condi- 
tions here. I trust that this may be possible for him before 
the end of this year, since we can show him our needs much 
more eloquently than we can tell him. The Synod meets again 
on the second Tuesday in January, and it will be necessary for 
us to elect our delegates at this meeting. 


PANAMA CONFERENCE ON MISSIONS. 


There is to be held in the City of Panama in January of 
next year a conference on the subject of Missions in Latin Amer-. 
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ica. The scope of the conference will be very much the same 
as that of the Edinburgh conference, which was for the discus- 
sion of matters relating to the heathen world. Our own Board of 
missions has decided that it will not be advisable for them to 
recognized the conference officially by sending delegates. However 
I do not understand that this action of the Board will prevent 
our sending delegates to this conference should we so desire, and 
I feel that we will miss a great deal by remaining aloof from it. 
I should be very glad of some expression of opinion in this Con- 
vocation on the subject. 


PAROCHIAL REPORTS. 


I call your attention to the Parochial report blanks which 
have been provided for your use this year. They are much 
more comprehensive than those we used last year, but I trust 
that every one has been careful in filling them out since they 
form the basis for all our statistics and information. It is very 
necessary that we have correct and accurate records even though 
they may show a decrease in certain items as compared with the 
reports of last year. , 

I feel that my time during the past year has been spent 
in filling in vacancies and making arrangements for new wor- 
kers to take the places of those who have left. We have opened 
no new work, but have fortunately been able to keep open all 
that we had last year. I have myself been present in the Dis- 
trict the whole year with the exception of six weeks while I was 
on my regular visitation to the Missionary District of Haiti 
Praying that God’s blessing may accompany us in the deliber- 
ations which lie before us, and praising Him for His protection 
to-our band from all serious illness and death, I summon you 
to our mutual work.

Right Rev. and dear Sir: 


I have the honor to present to you the second annual re- 
‘port of the Porto Rico Branch of the Womans Auxiliary to the 
Board of Missions. This covers the period from June Ist 1914 
to May Ist 1915. 

We feel that the past year has been one of steady progress 
and growth for the Auxiliary. From the three Branches re- 
ported last year we have grown to nine, i.e. four Womans Au- 
xiliary Branches, three Junior Branches, and two Branches of 
the Little Helpers. This is indeed most encouraging. One 
Mission Study class has been organized and has used as text 
book ‘The Conquest of the Continent”, published by the Edu- 
cational Department of the Board of Missions. ‘This has pro- 
ven most interesting and helpful. I trust that in the ensuing 
year it may be found possible for other Branches to adopt the 
mission study class as a means of arousing and stimulating the 
interest of more of our women in the Church’s world mission. 

The first years returns for the United Offering gladden our 
hearts. This total of $57.56 is a splendid evidence of love 
and self-sacrifice in giving. I cannot refrain from making it 
known that the Ponce Juniors, all of them poor children, gave 
as their share of this $11.00. We have also made small of- 
ferings to both general and Diocesan missions. ‘The full finan- 
cial report of the Auxiliary is appended. 

May I ask of the Reverend Clergy of the District that they 
will use their influence and help, as far as their many duties 
will permit. in furthering the work and growth of the Auxiliary? 
So very much depends on the stand taken by the Rector or Mis- 
sionary in charge of a parish as regards the Auxiliary.

8. The receiving and referring of papers relating to the 
admission of new Parishes.and Missions. 
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9. Report of Committee on Qualifications temporarily 
laid aside. Action to be taken immediately after discussion. 

10. Presentation of any subject that is to be referred 
without debate, to special committees for their subsequent 
report. 

11. At 2:30 P.M. the Elections of Officers and Commit- 
tees, the Committee on Nominations having their report ready 
to offer, and the election to follow immediately, other nomina- 
tions being always in order. The President shall announce 
what elections are to follow, viz: 

(a) ‘Treasurer. 

(b) Registrar. 

(c) Delegates of the General Convention (in Con- 
vention years. ) 

(d) Committee on Constitution and Canons _ (see 
Canon 13), to consist of two clergymen and one 
layman. 

(e) Committee of three members, on the creation and 
increase of the fund for support of a Bishop. 

(f) Other elections, if there are any. 

12. At three o’clock the Bishop’s Annual Address, unless 
he shall prefer some other time. 

13. Reference of any subject in the Bishop’s address to 
special or regular committee, by motion. 

14. Reports and action on them as follows:

(d) By the Chancellor. 

(e) By the Committee on Episcopal Support. 

(f) By the Committee on Admission of New Par- 
ishes and Missions. 

(g) By any other Officer or Committee of the Con- 
vocation. 

15. Misscellaneous business. 

16. Adjournment to the second day.

RULES OF ORDER. 


I. The usual courtesies of parliamentary observance shall 
govern at all times. 

II. No person shall speak more than twice in the same 
debate, without leave of the Convocation, nor more than once 
until others desiring to speak shall have spoken; but the mover 
of a resolution shall have the privilege of closing the debate. 

IIt. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the 
President unless otherwise specified in the motion calling for 
appointment of the committee. 

IV. No motion shall be entertained unless and until re- 
duced to writing, and seconded by another than the mover, and 
handed to the Secretary, with the mover’s name appended. 
| V. When a question is before the Convocation, it shall be 
in order. 

(a) To lay on the table. 

(b) To postpone to a fixed time. 

(c) To postpone indefinitely. 

(d) To limit debate by taking a vote at a fixed time 
or by a vote ‘determining the time allowed for 
each speaker.

(f) To amend. 

Motions for any of these proceedings shall be in the order 
of precedence as named, and a question on any of these shall 
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be decided before the original motion, which shall then be put 
as altered or not. | 

VI. All amendments shall be considered in the order in 
which they are proposed. A motion amending an amendment 
may be proposed. A motion amending an amendment may be 
entertained, but no second amendment to an amendment can be 
entertained. A substitute for the whole may be received and 
acted upon ,provided the substitute be on the same subject. 

Vli. A motion to lay on the table is to be taken at once 
without debate. 

VIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order when 
no member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 

IX. The President shall decide all questions of order, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the Convocation, in which case a majority 
or a tie shall sustain the President’s decision. 

X. With the consent of the Convocation, the mover may 
at any time withdraw a motion which has not been put on its 
passage, in which case it shall not appear upon the Minutes. 

XI. An address or communication from the Bishop shall 
be in order at any time. 

XII. A motion to reconsider may be made by one who 
has voted in the majority on its passage, but such motion can 
be carried only by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 

“XIII. At the request of the President, or on motion, the 
Convention may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole. 

VI. Ina vote by Orders, if the delegates from a parish 
or mission are equally divided, the vote shall be cast and 
marked “divided”. And such vote shall not be considered as 
affecting the decision of the question one way or the other. 

XV. A constituional quorum consist of one-third of each 
Order, or representatives from a majority of the parishes or or- 
ganized missions of the Convocation. Such quorum is neces- 
sary for the transaction of business, but a smaller number may 
adjourn from day to day. 

XVI. All elections shall be by ballot. 

XVI. For the suspension of the Rules of Order, or for 
the change of the Order of Business, the consent of two-thirds 
of the members present at the meeting shall be necessary.

Report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 


To the Tenth Annual Convocation of the Missionary 
District of Porto Rico: 
Your committee on Constitution and Canons begs to sub- 
mit the following report. 7 
The adoption of the amendments to the canons recom- 
mended in the report of this committee to the Ninth Annual 
Convocation, as well as the adoption of the two new canons 
recommended in the same report, as the same appear in the 
Journal of the Ninth Annual Convocation, beginning at page 
21, is hereby urged, with the one change hereinafter mentioned 
to wit: 
That the third sentence of Section 1 of the proposed 
amendment to Canon 9 be amended to read as follows: 
“Nio organized mission shall be established in 
“any town or locality until a written application signed 
“by at least ten adult persons declaring their attachment 
“to the Protestant Episcopal Church, and their purpose 
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“to sustain and support the services of the Church, shall 

“have been made to the Bishop and approved by him.” _ 

The amendment proposed is the addition of the twe 
words, “and support” underlined in the above paragraph. 
This change does not affect the substance of the amendment, 
but is intended to make clear the obligation and purpose of 
the applicants to lend their financial aid and support to the 
proposed. mission. 

Your committee recommends that the following canon be 
added to the Canons of the District, to be finally acted upon at 
the next annual convocation. 


CANON 
Of Removals and Transfers. 


Sec. 1. A Baptized or ccnfirmed member of this Church, 
being in good standing, and removing from one Parish or Mis- 
sion to another, shall be entitled to receive and shall procure 
from the Priest or Deacon of the Parish or Mission of his or 
her last residence, or if there be no Priest or Deacon, from one 
of the Wardens, a certificate stating that he or she is duly re- 
gistered or enrolled in the Parish or Mission from which he 
or she desires to be transferred; and the Priest or Deacon, or 
Warden of the Parish or Mission to which such member may 
remove, shall enroll him or her as a member when such certifi- 
cate is presented, or on failure to produce such certificate 
through no fault of such member, upon evidence of him or her 
having been duly baptized or confirmed, sufficient in the judg- 
ment of said Priest or Deacon. Notice of enrollement in the 
Parish or Mission to which such member shall have removed 
shall be sent to the Priest or Deacon of the Parish or Mission - 
from which the member is removed. 

Sec. 2. If a baptized or confirmed member of this Church 
is found actually resident within any Parish or Mission othet 
than that in which he or she is registered or recorded, and 
shall for any reason neglect to present the aforementioned 
certificate of transfer within a period of six months, it shall 
be the duty of the Priest or Deacon to make written request for 
such certificate from the Parish or Mission from which such 
member has removed; and it shall be the duty of the Priest or 
Deacon, or Warden of that Parish or mission, if within the 
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Missionary District of Porto Rico, to.issue the required certifi- 
cate promptly, giving therein the exact status of the person 
transferred. Provided, however, that if there be more than one 
Parish or Mission within the town or city in which such mem- 
ber is found, he or she shall be entitled to decide in whicn 
Parish or Mission to be enrolled. 

Sec. 3. . If the Priest or Deacon of any Parish or Mission 
shall know of any baptized or confirmed person within his cure 
removing to another Parish or Mission, it shall be his duty to 
advise the Priest or Deacon of such Parish or Mission of such 
removal, and to issue a certificate of transfer when requested.

Canon 9 as amended, is as follows. 


CANON 9. 
Of Missions 


Sec. 1. The power to establish an organized mission in 
any town or locality is hereby vested in the Bishop of the Dis- 
trict. An organized mission is, for the purpose of these 
canons, a congregation over which a missionary may be placed 
at any time by the authority of the Bishop. No organized 
mission shall be established in any town or locality until a 
written application signed by at least ten adult persons declar- 
ing their attachment to the Protestant Episcopal Church, and 
their purpose to sustain and support the services of said 
Church, shall have been made to the Bishop and approved by 
him. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall appoint annually in each organ- 
ized mission, a Finance Committee consisting of the Minister- 
in-charge, and such other baptized persons as the Bishop may 
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determine, whose duty shall be to promote the temporal wel- 
fare of the mission, and who shall hold office until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. 


Hon. J. R. F. Savage moved the adoption of the amend- 
ment to Canon 19, as passed at the ninth annual convocation 
page 22, Journal of the ninth annual convocation. Seconded 
and carried. : 


Canon 19, as amended, is as follows: 
CANON 19. 
Of Alterations and Amendments. 


These Canons may be altered or amended in the follow- 
ing manner, proposed alterations or amendments shall be sub- 
mitted in writing upon the first day of the annual convocation, 
- and when reported by the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons, may be voted upon on the second day of the Convoca- 
tion. A majority vote of the Convocation shall be necessary 
for the adoption of any such alteration or amendment, and 
when so adopted, such alteration or amendment shall become 
operative upon its approval by the House of Bishops. 


Hon. J. R. F. Savage moved the adoption of the Canon on 
the Board of Religious Education and Literature, as passed by 
the ninth annual convocation, page 22, Journal of the Ninth 
Annual Convocation, with one alteration, changing the word 
Presbyters to Clergymen. Seconded and carried. 

The Canon as adopted is as follows. 


CANON 
Board of Religious Education and Literature 


Sec. 1. There shall be a Board of Religious Education 
and Literature, consisting of the Bishop, and three clergymen, 
and two lay persons appointed by him at each annual Con- 
vocation, who shall hold office until their successors are ap- 
pointed. The Bishop shall be the chairman ex-officio, and 
the Board shall choose at its first annual meeting an Executive 
Secretary, whose duty shall be to direct the work of the board, 
subject ito the advice of the Bishop. 
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Sec. 2. ‘The Board so constituted shall collate and dis- 
pense information with regard to the best methods of Sunday 
School work, with such recommendations as they see fit, and 
shall make provision for Sunday School supplies and other 
Church Literature in the English and Spanish languages. Any 
other matter relating to their department may be referred to 
them by the Convocation. 

Hon. J. R. F. Savage moved the adoption of the Canon 
on the Committee on the State of the Church as passed by the 
ninth Annual Convocation, page 23, of the Journal. Second- 
ed and carrier. 

; The Canon on the Committee on the State of the Church 
as adopted is as follows: 
CANON 


Commititee on the State of the Church. 


Section 1. At each convocation the Bishop shall appoint a 
Committee consisting of two clergymen and two lay persons te 
act as the Committee on the State of the Church, which com- 
mittee shall continue in office until their successors are ap 
pointed. 

Section 2. Each parish and mission shall send to the 
Bishop one week before the meeting of the Convention a coni- 
plete report of the state of said parish or mission on blanks to 
be provided him. 

Section 3. The committee shall tabulate such reports and 
make a written report accompanied by such tabulation to each 
convocation.

RESOLUTIONS 


Whereas the “Regional Conference on Christian 
Work” of Porto Rico has inaugurated a movement for the un- 
ification of certain of the non-Roman Churches now labour- 
ing in Porto Rico; and, 

Whereas the Episcopal Church throughout the world . 
is at this time engaged in promoting an ecunemical conference © 
for the consideration of those questions of Faith and Order 
which lie at the root of the present divisions of Christendcm 

Therefore be it resolved: 

I. That this Convocation views with profound interest 
and sympathy the proposal of the Regional Conference «as a 
practical expression of the desire for unity which is manifest- 
ing itself in all parts of Christendom; 

I]. ‘That in its general principles we heartily commend the 
suggested program as well suited for bringing together those 
bodies whose doctrine, polity, and modes of worship are of 
kindred type; 

III. That it is not possible for the Episcopal ‘Church of 
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Porto Rico to become a member of the proposed ‘Evangelicil 
Union’ for the reasons following; 


1. We co not regard as adequate a statement of common 
faith which fails to include the Apostles and Nicene creeds. 
and which makes no mention of the Incarnation of the Son of 
God, nor of the great redemptive facts of his life and ministry. 

2. We do not regard as adequate a scheme of union which 
makes no provision for insuring the due and valid celebration 
of the Christian Sacraments, and which disregards the funid- 
amental conditions of a valid Ministry. 

3. We do not believe that any scheme of unity can have 
the assurance of permanency in the future which is not firmly 
grounded upon unity with the historic Church of the past. 


IV. ‘That while cooperation along certain lines may not be 
impracticable at the present time, there can be no such effec- 
tive measure of unification as that proposed by the Regional 
Conference until the fundamental questions of Faith and 
Order proposed above have been determined. 


VY. That since practically all of the churches represented by 
the proposed Evangelical Union officially signified their inten- 
tion of participating in the “World Conference on Faith and 
Order” for the discussion of these questions, it would seem 
precipitous and untimely for us to participate in definite mea- 
sures of unification, independently of the larger and more 
comprehensive movement. 


A motion to adjourn was lost. | 
The rezclutions were carried by a vote of 7 to 6.

president ex-officio, and four others, to be appointed by hii, 
who shall continue in office until their successors are appoint: 
ed. The duties of the commission shall be to make a study of 
all inaccuracies of translation, euphony and diction of the: 
Spanish version of the Book of Common Prayer, anid to be 
prepared to present suggestions at any time to the Commision 
on the Spanish version of the Book of Common Prayer ap- 
pointed by the General Convention. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

Your committee recommends the adoption of the follow-. 

ing new canon to be entitled, “Of the Registrar. 2 

’ pec, 1. The aveoistrar shall have charge of all dotumen 
belonging to the District which relate to its history, or that of 
any Parish or Mission therein; of the journals of all the con- 
vocations of the District, and of those of other Dioceses or: 
Districts, presented to this one, and of all books and papers 
committed to him by the convocation. 

Sec. 2. He shall enter in a suitablé book, kept for. that 
purpose, a classification according to Parishes and Missions, of 
the various amounts subscribed and paid in on account of such 
permanent funds as may be raised by the authority of the: 
District, or be placed’ under its control. 

Sec. 3. He shall also act as historiographer of the 
District, noting from time to time any facts which illustrate: 
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its history, or that of any portion thereof, and shall report to- 
the convocation each year, an abstract of his work. 

Sec. 4. He shall have the right to issue proper certificates 
of any facts upon the records in his charge. 

Sec. 5. All books papers and documents in his charge 
shall be subject to the call of the convocation, and shall be 
open to the inspection of the Bishop, the Council of Advice, 
and to any committee or officer of the Convocation or District. 

Referred to the committee on Constitution Canons. 
Your committee on Bishop’s address recommends the 
adoption of the follawing resolution. 


RESOLUTION. 


Resolved: That the Convocation authorize a committee 
consisting of the Bishop, Treasurer and Registrar, to purchase 
or rent a suitable receptacle for the keeping of the records and 
documents pertaining to the office of the Registrar.

The Committee on Bishop’s Address reported favorably 
upon the resolution to memorialize the General Convention 
for the appointment of a Commission of scholars to prepare a 
suitable version of the Spanish Book of Comon Prayer, and 
recommended the adoption of the resolution as follows:

“Whereas, the present Spanish version of the Book of 
Common Prayer and Administration of the Sacraments con- 
tains certain infelicities of language which _ seriously 
impair its usefulness, and substantial errors of translation in 
which the doctrine of the Church is not clearly set forth, 

Therefore, be it resolved, 

1. That tthe General Convention of the Church in the 
United States be memorialized, humblv praying that a Com- 
mision of scholars, competent in theology and the Spanish 
language be authorized and employed to prepare a suitable: 
Spanish version of the Book of Common Prayer and Admin- 
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istration of the Sacraments and other Rites and Ceremonies of 
the Church, the same to be submitted for criticism and ap- 
proval to the Convocations of Mexico, Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippine Islands, and issued under the authority of the 
General Convention. 

2. That the Bishop of the. Church in Porto Rico be tre- 
‘quested to have this Memorial presented to the next General 
VuulvewlOl i such manner as he may deem most expedient. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church 
was presented by the Rev. L. M. A. Haughwout. 

Report of the Committee on the State of the Church 

The main work of the Committee on the State of the 
Church is to analyze and tabulate the statistics of the Parochial 
Reports. This has ben done, and the tabular results will 
appear in due time in the Convocation Journal. Your com- 
mittee desires to express its appreciation of the evident care 
with which the reports have been prepared. 

During the year past the progress of the Church in all 
departments has been noteworthy. The confirmation ‘and 
receptions of those already confirmed number 104 as against 
53 last year. Especially good classes were presented at St. 
John’s and St. Luke’s Churches, San Juan, at El Coto de Ma- 
nati, and at La Santisima Trinidad, Ponce. In the latter two 
places new Spanish congregations of communicants have come 
into existence for the fiirst time. The present number of com- 
municants in the District is 613 as against 551 a year ago. 

Most of the parishes show satisfactory financial returns. 
St. John’s, San Juan has established a new record of mission- 
ary giving with a total for the year of $378.75. 

Your committee would recommend the issue of a new 
parechial blank for the more satisfactory return of the vital 
and financial statistics of the Church. | 

Your committee would also suggest that the attendance 
at services be carefully recorded in all parishes, and reported 
to Convecation. The mere number of services, apart from 
the attendance is an unsatisfactory index to the parochial life. 

Your committee urgently recommends the issue of certifi- 
cates of Confirmation and Reception in the Spanish languase.

Samuel Sutcliffe and Mr. H. B. Moore, and as sub-committee 
on Literature, Rev. Lefferd M. A. Haughwout, Rev. P. 'R. R. 
Reinhardt, and Mrs Droste. 


The Board has adopted a carefully studied program of 
publication in the Spanish language. It is felt that the pub- 
lications most needed are as follows: 1. A four years 
, course of Sunday School Lessons, 2; a series of popular tracts, 
and, 3; a substantial treatise on Church teaching. During the 
year past the Board has published the Spanish tract, “Dos 
Preguntas”, and a begmning has been made on the first year’s 
course of lessons. An elementary catechism, E] Pequefio Ca-: 
tecismo has been published privately with the advice and co- 
operation of the Board. The Bishop has been instrumental in 
the publication of an excellent Sunday School instruction book 
entittle’; “Manual de Doctrina Cristiana.” The Jacobs series 
of Primary lesson cards has been published in Spanish, and has 
been distributed among the parishes and missions. Also a 
leaflet containing certain essential memorilter work has been 
issued privately. 

The literature Committee of the Board has under advise- 
ment a book on Church Doctrine for the publication of which 
after translation there is good prospect of securing the neces- 
sary funds. . 
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The Board has undertaken to replenish the stock of 
Prayer Books and Hymnals, and will endeavor to secure a 
supply of Bibles.

Annual address of the Bishop of Porto Rico. 


Brethren of ithe Clergy and Laity of the Missionary 
District of Porto Rico: 

My first words must be of sincere thanks to you for your 
unfailing loyalty and assistance during the past year. We 
are few in number in Porto Rico and our efforts do not 
show results readily, we must therefore be much to each other 
in faith and encouragement, and I appreciate what you have 
been to me. I trust that this convocation may furnish the op- 
portunity for us to draw nearer together, that by thoughtful - 
discussion, wise suggestion and deep devoten, we may be 
helpful to one another in seeking to carry forward the work 
which our Master Jesus Christ has given us to do. 

I would first report to you my official acts. 

I have given my consent tto the consecration of the fol- 
lowing Bishops: 

Charles Fiske, Bishop Coa'djutor of Central New York. 

Wilson R. Stearly, Bishop Suffragan of Newark. 

Fdward C. Acheson, Bishop Suffragan of Connecticut, 
‘and to the election of the Rt. Rev. Benjamin Brewster, as 
Bishop of the Diocese of Maine. 

I have accepted letter dimissory from the, Diocese of Erie 
of the Rev. Lefferd M. A. Haughwout. 

I have confirmed 104 persons in Porto Rico, 21 in Haiti, 
cand 1 m Cuba. 7 

I have celebrated the Holy Communion 53 times, Baptiz- 
‘ed 10 persons, and officiated at 2 burials. 

I have made two visitations to the Missionary District of 
Haiti during the year and in January attended the Confer- 
‘ence on Christian Work in Latin America. 

Since our last meeting death has removed three of the 
‘Bishops of the Church, viz: William Edward Toll, D. D. 
Bishop Suffragan of Chicago, who died June 27th 1915, aged 
‘72 years; Robert Codman, D. D. Bishop of Maine, on Octob- 
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er 7th 1915. aged 56 years; and George Biller Jr. D. D. Mis- 
sionary Bishop of South Dakota, October 22nd 1915 aged 41 
years. 

There has been only one case of serious illness among 
our workers for which we thank God. Miss Frances Cuddy 
was taken ill in January and went to St. Luke’s Hospital. 
There we used in her behalf a service of anointing of the 
sick, which is, as far as I know, the first time such a service 
has been officialy held by our Church in Porto Rico. After 
the service the Prayers used were distributed among the work- 
ers, and continually offered for her recovery, with the happy 
result that she is now apparently on the road to complete re- 
covery at her home in the States. Advantage was taken of 
this occassion to authorize this service for use in the District. 

Various changes have been made of which I wish to ac- 
quaint you. A new school was opened in the Condado, a sub- 
urb of San Juan, which has been called St. John’s School. 
The closing last year of the only American private school in 
this section of the city seemed to make this departure a neces- 
sity, and permission was granted by the Board of Missions 
to move Miss Woodruff from Ponce in order that she might 
become the Principal of this school. With the exception of 
the salary of Miss Woodruff, the Board is at no expense for 
the conduct of the school. It is conducted on the lines of a 
Church school and I hope it will prove to be of usefulness to 
the Church in Porto Rico. 

It was decided to close the parochial school in Ponce at 
least until the other activities of the parish have been provid- 
ed for, and Miss Cuddy was consequently asked to help out 
at St. Andrew’s school in Mayaguez for a year. She was 
engaged in that work when taken ill in January, since which 
time temporary assistance has been provided for Miss Mc- 
Collough. 


In January of this year, at the request of the Vestry of 
St. John’s parish, the Rev. Samuel Sutcliffe was released from 
his appointment as Priest-in-charge of St. Luke’s, in order 
that he might accept his election as Rector, of St. John the 
-Baptist’s: Church ‘in this ‘city. His election was made to date 
from January 1st 1916. Mr. Sutcliffe is still in active charge 
of St. Luke’s parish, but it is hoped that relief can be secured 
for him during 'the next few months. : 
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The resignation of Dr. L. W. Crossman was accepted to 
date from February 23rd of this year. Dr. Crossman has re- 
turned to New York, after completing three years service in 
in Porto Rico, and has taken up the practice of his profession 
there. The Board of Missions has under consideration che 
appointment of his successor. 

At the present time we are in need of two Clergymen, 
one for St. Luke’s Puerta de Tierra, and one for Vieques; 
two teachers for St. Andrew’s school at Mayaguez, a Physician 
and ‘a nurse for St. Luke’s hospital. 

‘We have three men in preparation for the ministry, two 
of whom are Postulants for Holy Orders, and all of whom 
are familiar with the language and the conditions under which 
they will have to work. | 

The Church at large has recently been represented in 
two conferences. The first of these was the Conference on 
Christian Work in Latin America, which was open to repre- 
sentatives of all christian bodies doing work in that part of 
the world. Men of many different views met on the common 
ground of faith in the atoning love of Jesus Christ, and of 
zeal and love for the souls of men. Men thought there of the 
problem of saving the world for Christ. Differences of 
doctrine and government were laid aside for the time while 
each sought to find out by consultation and advice how he 
might more efficiently conduct the work before him. To some 
of the Church in the States, the Conference seemed to tend 
too far toward uncontrolled protestantism and to be necessar- 
ily a ‘cenunciation of the Roman Church. To offset any such 
feeling, as far as the District of Porto Rico is concerned, a 
set of resolutions was drawn up, declaring our conception of 
the Church’s position in Latin America sent round to the 
Clergy in Porto Rico and with their unanimous approval, 
forwarded to all the Bishops of the American Church. The 
conference justified the confidence of those who felt assured/ 
of the spiritual purpose of the meeting for no legislative ac- 
tion was-taken which could in any way compromise any of 
the participating bodies, nor was there the expected offensive 
criticism. 

On the other hand the side of the Church life dealing 
with matters of faith and order has been considered in a 
preliminary conference at Garden City, Long Island, in which 
the representatives of many different communions took part. 
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May God grant that thus His Church may have set forward 
His work, both in seeking the unity of God’s people, and in 
an inward and deepening sense of the necessity for the 
individual salvation of souls, which can be accomplished only 
by forgetfulness of self in the service of others. 


CHURCH PENSION FUND 


It is a matter of ‘deep concern to every one that the 
Church has undertaken to adequately provide in a business- 
like way for the aged and infirm Clergy and their widows 
and orphans. The matter has been studied scientifically, and 
it has been found that the payment of about 7% of the sal- 
aries will insure a fund sufficient to pension the clergy at 
the age of 68 years or upon disability, with an amount equal 
to one quarter per cent of the average salary, multiplied by the 
number of years in the ministry, or a minimum of- $600. per 
year. It is tended that the parishes shall pay the said 77% 
on behalf of the Clergy, but the Board of Missions has also 
resolved to enter the system for all the Clergy paid by them 
in whole or in part. In order to provide for the more than 
5,000 clergy of this present time, a fund of $5,000,000, 1:3 
required for what is called the “accrued Liabilities’. The 
Church has therefore set herself this enormous task of raising 
this amount of money before March ist. 1917. When this 
shall have been accomplished and the plan is ready to be put 
into operation, the present General Clergy Relief Fund will 
be merged into the Church Pension Fund, and the aged and 
infirm Clergy will receive their annuity, not as a charity, but 
as a deferred salary. The system has been placed under the 
supervision of the government ‘as. any other life insurance 
company. I speak of this at length because it is of vital 
importance to us as it is to all the Clergy of the Church. 
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THE EMERGENCY FUND. 


Last year when the Board of Missions sent out its call 
for an emergency fund to meet the deficit of $400,000, and 
proposed that each member of the Church give in addition to 
the regular offering for Missions an amount equal to one 
days income, the District of Porto Rico responded nobly. The 
amount was given by tthe Church and I believe that Porto 
Rico has the place of honor at the head of the list of the dio- 
ceses and districts who contributed in proportion to their 
means. But although the Board started out this year with- 
out a deficit, yet in this time of greatly increased cost of liy- 
ing and expected decrease in offerings we are facing a most 
likely deficit again this year. The call has therefore been 
sent out, asking that Church people contribute toward this 
anticipatied deficit. I trust that Porto Rico will again do her 
part toward bearing the burden of the Church in extending 
the kingdom of Christ throughout the world. I wish that we 
might ie the lead in resolving to make this an annual offer- 
ing, say at Easter; in addition to the amount we expect to give 
toward the apportionment. 


GENERAL CONVENTION. 


The General Convention will meet this year in October 
in St Louis, and we are to elect at this meeting one clerical 
and one lay delegate. In this connection, I would call your 
attention to certain proposed changes in the Constitution of 
the Church which were passed at the last meeting of General 
Convention and are to be ratified at the next one. Certain 
changes also are proposed in our own Constitution and 
Canons, which must be ratified by the House . Bishops. be- 
fore they can become effective with us. 


It has been in my mind for some time that we should at- 
tempt something whereby these meetings of Convocation might 
be made of great spiritual and mental benefit to all of us. On 
account of distances it is impossible for us to participate in 
the summer conferences in the States, and it does seem that on 
this one occasion in the year when we all meet together, ad- 
vantage should be taken of the opportunity of making it a 
time of mutual benefit and spiritual communion. I would 
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suggest that a committee be appointed to confer with the 
Bishop as to the means of accomplishing this end. 

Again I would suggest that as time passes, events of con- 
temporary history are forgotten, and it would be well to estab- 
lish the office of Historiographer of the District, whose duty 
it should be to collect and preserve all accounts of contempor- 
aneous events, thus compiling the account of the life of the 
work in Porto Rico. The history of the past fifteen years 
should be compiled while there is still opportunity to secure 
the information regarding the various events. 


It would be well too for us to have a commission on the 
Spanish edition of the Book of Common Prayer, who should 
make a study of all maccuracies of translation, euphony and 
diction, and be prepared to present suggestions at any time to: 
the Commission appointed by the House of Bishops for this 
purpose. : 

We are living today under conditions of excitement and 
uncertainty. We may not know from day to day if the lead- 
ers of our country will be able to continue to remain neutral 
in the great world strife. We are continually harassed by 
thoughts of preparedness, as to how far we should go as a na- 
tion in a military way to prepare ourselves against the aggres- 
sion of a possible invasion. One thing however which we 
should not forget is the fact that we are, as Christian men and 
women, already engaged in a warfare, which must continue 
throughout our earthly existence. Military warfare is caused 
by the selfishness of men, and it is only by our spiritual 
preparedness to meet the temptations of the evil one that the 
affairs of this world may be peaceably ordered and governed. 
There can be no neutrality for us in this warfare, ani when. 
the strong temptations come, as they will come, urging us to 
compromise ourselves with evil because that is the easier way, 
God grant that we may be strong in His Spirit, to overcome 
this enemy of selfishness. Remember that “Blessed are ye when 
men shall revile you and persecute you and shall say all man- 
ner of evil against you falsely, for my sake’’ Let us count 
ourselves fortunate if we are able to bear burdens for Christ. 
Let us then approach our work here with joy, counting it a 
privilege to be permitted again to enter into the consideration 
of the problems of His work.

JOURNAL OF THE CONVOCATION. 


MINUTES. 


St. John, the Baptist’s Church, 
San Juan, Porto Rico, 
June 19, 1917. 


The eleventh annual session of the Convocation of the District 
of Porto Rico met on Tuesday, June 19th at nine A. M. in the 
Church of St. John, the Baptist,San Juan, Porto Rico. | The- 
opening service was a celebration of the Holy Communion. The 
Bishop celebrated and made an address on the Creed. 

At ten A. M. the convocation was called to order by the 
Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Charles B. Colmore, D. D.

The Secretary reported a majority present in both orders 
and the Bishop declared the convocation open for business. 

The Bishop asked for nominees for secretary. The Revs.

Estornelle. The ballot being taken and counted the tellers re- 
ported that the Rev. Harvey P. Walter had been elected. Next 
followed the appointment of committees by the Bishop. (See 
Committees Appointed by the Bishop.) 

The Committee on Qualifications for seats in the Convoca- 
tion reported that the delegates whose names were read were 
regularly appointed and therefore entitled to seats in the Con- 
vocation. This report was accepted. 

The Rev. L. M. A» Haughwout moved that the privileges of 
the Convocation be extended to the Rev. Charels E. Taylor in 
charge of St. Andrew’s Church, Mayagiiez. The motion was 
carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Haughwout said that the seal of the district 
did not seem to conform in all points to heraldic usage and there-. 
fore moved that a committee of three including the Bishop be ap- 
pointed to investigate the seal of the district and to report upon 
its conformity to heraldic usage. The committee appointed was 
the Rt. Rev. the Bishop, Rev. L. M. A. Haughwout and Miss: 
sarah R. Davison. 
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The report of the committee on devotional conference was 
adopted. (See Report.) 

The Bishop reported that the General Convention had adopted 
a uniform report for all parishes and missions in regard to finan- 
ces. It was moved and seconded that this report be referred to 
the committee on Finance. The motion prevailed. 

The treasurer's report was read by the Bishop, the treasurer 
having moved out of the district. The report was received and 
referred to the auditing committee. 

The convention resolved to reassemble at two o’clock P. M. 
instead of 2.30 as per present order of business. 

The convocation adjourned at 12.00 M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, ST. JOHN’S SCHOOL. 


After a delightful luncheon furnished by the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of St. John’s Church, the Convocation was called to order 
in St. John’s school at 200 P.M. The Bishop read his address 
which was listened to with thoughful attention. (See Bishop’s 
Address). 

It was moved and seconded that such parts of the Bishop's 
address as called for present action be referred to different com- 
mittees to report to this Convocation.

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BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


To the Eleventh Annual Convocation of the Missionary District. 
of Porto Rico. 


This is the fourth time I have the pleasure of welcoming 
you to our deliberations. Convocation is the one opportunity. of 
the year for free intercourse and exchange of thought between the 
Clergy and delegates from the different fields, so let us take 
advantage of it in prayerful consideration. Let us keep the time 
alloted to the Convocation, free from outside interests, and give 
ourselves wholly and wholeheartedly to the consideration of the 
things pertaining to the Kingdom of God. 

I would, first of all report to you, my official acts for the 
year past, as follows: I attended the General Convention in St. 
Louis during October, when [I took»my seat for the first time in the 
House of Bishops. During November, December and half of Jan- 
aury, I travelled thorugh certain parts of the States, speaking in 
behalf of our work in Porto Rico and Haiti. In January I attend- 
ed the Synod of the Second Province, held at Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, before which J spoke, asking that the ‘Church in this popu- ° 
lous and wealthy Province take as its special charge the material 
equipment of the work in the only Missionary District within its 
boundaries. I have received, by letter dimissory, the Rev. Harvey 
P. Walter from the Diocese of Bethlehem. Mr. Walter was a 
Missionary in Porto Rico some eight years ago, and we are glad 
to welcome him home again. I took order for the ordination to 
the Diaconate of Mr. Arthur E. Whittle, and requested the Sul- 
fragan Bishop of Pennsylvania to act for me, which he kindly 
consented to do. Mr. Whittle has been in the Philadelphia Div- 
inity School for the past two years.. He has been appointed by 
the Board of Missions on the staff of this District, and will be with 
us at the end of this month. I have given letters dimissory 
transferring the Rev. Paul R. R. Reinhardt to the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese of Michigan, and the Rev, Samuel Sut- 
cliffe to that of the Diocese of Connecticut. It is with regret 
that we sever connections with these two Clergy, but bid them 
God-speed in the fields to which they have been called to labor 
for the Master. I have confirmed 74 persons in Porto Rico and 
5 in Tennessee, acting for the Bishop of that Diocese, and have 
baptized 5 children. 
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Other changes which I should speak of in this connection are 
as follows: The Rev. Charles E. Taylor of Brooklyn, N. Y. has 
been officiating under my license at the Mission of St. Andrew’s, 
Mayaguez, since February 15th of this year, the Rev. Leonard Read 
being unable to take active duty; Dr. Charles E. Moss was appoint 
ed Medical Director of St. Luke’s Hospital and has been at his 
post since February 20th. Several women workers have been ap- 
pointed to our staff, and I am now expecting word of the appoint- 
ment of several more Clergy, who will all be with us, we hope at 
an early date this year. “We have at the present time in the 
District two Postulants and one Candidate for the Ministry. 


It is customary to mention the names of the Bishops of the 
Church who have departed this life during the past year. Bishops 
Brewer of Montana, Ferguson of Liberia, Peterkin of West Va., 
Millspawgh of Kanzas, Nelson of Atlanta, Edsall of Minnesota, and 
Walker of Western New York -have passed on to the higher life. 
May God, the all-loving Father, take them to His gracious ee 
ing, and may light perpetual shine upon them, 


The General Convention. 


I will not attempt here anything like a report of this great 
meeting, but will simply try to call your attention to certain phases 
of it and-to actions taken, which affect us as part of the whole 
Church. The tone of the Convention was distinctly missionary 
throughout, many joint sessions being held to hear the Bishops 
from the different fields. It is true that Porto Rico did not share 
very largely in this interest, being alloted, together with a number 
of other Districts, five minutes in which to present our cause. An 
informal organization of the Latin American Bishops was affected 
and one of the matters discussed was the possibility of having one 
joint session of the next convention set aside as a Latin American 
meeting. A very pleasant feature of the Convention was the pre- 
sence of the delegations from the Church of England in England 
and Canada. . The addresses made by them were full of helpful 
suggestion and manifested the close relationship and affection felt 
by the mother Church for her American daughter. One statement 
was to the effect that the present condition in the world shows not 
the failure of Christianity, but rather the breaking down ‘of a 
civilization based upon secularism, and that, as a result of the war, 
the world is being recalled to Christianity as the only possible 
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foundation for permanent institutions. Another very felicitous 
remark was that “unity of purpose is stronger than unity of dis- 
cipline, and that therefore the American and Anglican Churches 
are nearer today than they would be if Canterbury had discipline 
over Washington.” 


A great deal of time in both houses was consumed in the con- 
sideration of proposed changes in the Book of Common Prayer. 
It seemed that many momentous changes would be made, and 
therefore at the conference of Latin American Bishops, above re- 
ferred to, it seemed inexpediént to ask the House of Bishops to 
take action looking to another translation of the Prayer Book at 
this time, and for this reason your. memorial on the subject was 
not presented. As events proved later however, any essential re- 
vision seems a long way off and I am sorry that the memorial 
was not placed before the House. Our commission on the Prayer 
Book however may do a great deal toward the accomplishment of 
this work, and I beg that in the next two years careful and 
painstaking work may be done along this line. . 

I am glad to report to you that all the amendments to our 
Constitution and Canons were approved by the House of Bishops. 
Your committee had arranged the matter in excellent form so that 
no difficulty was experienced in understanding the purpose of the 
proposed changes. 


A cannon was passed touching the work of the Church Pen- 
sion Fund and providing for adequate pensions for Clergy who 
become disabled or have reached the age of 68 years. The 
system has been throughly worked out on a sound actuarial 
basis, and such was the confidence of the Church in undertaking 
the raising of a fund to provide for the accrued liabilities, that 
eight and a half million dollars were subscribed, whereas five 
million had been asked for as the minimum required. Premiums 
of seven and one half per cent. of the Clergyman’s salary are to be 
paid by each parish in order that the Rector may share in the 
benefits of the fund. The Board of Missions has undertaken to 
pay the premiums for all missionary Clergy, which means paying 
for us in Porto Rico, if our house rent is included, almost $1000. 
annually, I am sure that you will agree with me that, while the 
Board assumes responsibility for our premiums, this fact does not 
release us from the duty of doing what we can in that direction 
for ourselves. I suggest therefore that a committee be ap- 
pointed to consider the matter and make recommendations regard- 
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ing it to this Convocation. I feel that we should have a Diocesan 
commision on the Church Pension Fund, so that someone will have 
the definite responsibility of keeping the matter before our at- 
tention. . 

Another canon passed, which affects us intimately, is that re- 
garding the finances of the Church. Every Church account must 
now be audited annually as a safeguard and protection to both 
funds and Treasurers, a diocesan finance committee must 
be appointed whose duties and responsibilities are fully 
prescribed, blank forms for parochial use are designed for our 
use, and the fiscal year must be reported from January Ist to De- 
cember 3lst. This will require a change in our reports, but need 
not necessarily affect our constitutional time for meeting of Con- 
vocation. I ask you to provide the proper legislation whereby 
the finance committee provided for in our Constitution shall 
assume the duties prescribed by the general canon. 


A Church newspaper. 


There is great- need for some kind of medium for the inter- 
change of news items between our missions. It has never seemed 
feasible to publish a.Church paper of our own because of the 
expense involved, but there does now seem to be an opportunity 
by using one page each month in the new Church newspaper called 
“The Witness”. The subject matter is here which I will be glad 
to furnish for your consideration, and request that you provide a 
committee to investigate the question in order that we may act 
intelligently in the matter. 


The New World School, 


One great opportunity for the development of our work in 
Porto Rico, is along the line of industrial education. The great 
function of the Church in assisting to a useful citizenship is to 
make the basis of it all Christian. To that end, arrangements 
have been made to purchase from the Rev. Mr. Droste, the pro- 
perty upon whch our Mission of the Resurrection at El Coto is 
located. The money for the first payment has been provided by 
the various Missions Study classes in the United States which have 
seen studying the course on the “New World,” hence the appro- 
priate name of the school. The Rev. J. F. Droste and Mrs. Droste 
will conduct the school, and already classes in basket making 
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and sewing have been begun. The intention is that the children 
of the country shall be taught agriculture, especially the cultiva- 
tion of the smaller crops and kitchen gardens and each one learn 
a trade by which the income of the family may be increased. The 
first of a series of cottages is projected, in each of which six boys 
or girls will be housed and brought under the continual supervi- 
sion and care of Christian influences. We hope thus to elevate 
the moral life of the country and at the same time increase the 
efficiency, both intellectually and materially, of the citizen, 


The Presiding Bishop has appointed me to act temporarily 
as his commissary in administering the affairs of the Church in the 
Virgin Islands, recently acquired by the United States through 
purchase from Denmark. The only Anglican work there, is at 
present administered by the Church of England, and until the 
authorities of that body shall transfer it to us, I shall have no 
active duties in that direction. I would call your attention to 
the temporary nature of this appointment, and assure you that 
I shall consent to act only so long as that work in no way inter- 
feres with the affairs of the District of Porto Rico. 


It is a great pleasure to inform you that the Board of Missions 
acceeded to my appeal for a loan of sufficient money to take ad- 
vantage of the purchase of a large piece of property, well located 
in the Condado, which may serve later on for a strong centralized 
plant for the Church in San Juan. There is sufficient room for a 
Church, Rectory, Pairsh house and Episcopal residence, The Board 
of Missions has also granted their approval for special appeals to 
be made for the material equipment in the District, amounting to 
$64,000, which will approximately provide for the following: New 
Church and Rectory, St, Luke’s Pta. de Tierra: School building, 
Chapel and Rectory at Mayagiiez; Church and Rectory at Ponce; 
Church building at Fajardo: renovation of Church and Rectory 
at Vieques, and a rest home in the mountains. While this will 
not be sufficient for all our needs, it will at least make a good 
beginning, and will occuppy all our attention for the present, 

I shall say nothing on the general subject of the war, except 
that I am sure this Convocation gives loyal support to the Pres- 
ident, and that the District and its organizations are at the ser. 
vice of the country. We can best render that service first by 
a more sincere and earnest spirit in prayer and the services of the 
Church. The greatest strength of any nation lies in the character 
of its people. This is founded and built upon Christian faith,

While many of us may chafe under the inability to be in the active 
service of our country, we should realize that he who helps to build 
up another’s faith is doing the duty of a real patriot. The most 
efficient service that we can render our country is therefore to 
give to the services of the Church our most devoted sympathy and 
support. 
"There are many movements being made among the people of 
the country looking to the better preparation of the nation for the 
great struggle upon which we have entered. I trust that our 
Church people Clergy and laity, are no whit behind their fellows 
in taking part in these opportunities. Let me suggest only one 
of these movements in which the Church may wield large in- 
fluence in the preparation for our part in the war. I speak of 
the use and abuse of intoxicating liquor. Our last General Con- 
vention went on record in this matter, advising self-control in the 
use of beverages made from intoxicants, due to the exigencies of 
the times. The use and abuse of liquor is largely to blame for 
the great waste in moral force as well.as physicial power among 
any people, and for the expense of maintaining our poor-houses, 
insane asylums, jails and police forces, so that the revenue gained 
by the government from the liquor interests is, as has been said, 
like buying dimes with dollars. But more than the waste in 
money is the waste in physical power and moral strength, and 
when we contemplate this, can anyone doubt that it is time for 
this whole people to rise up and with one voice demand that as 
a war measure the making of malted and distilled liquors for 
drink be stopped? 

We live too far away to take part in many of the active par- 
ticipations of the war, and yet each one of us must bear his part 
from which no human being in the world will escape. As we 
enter the dark shadows of the conflict, may we commend oursel- 


ves, our Church and our Country to the Divine Master and Pro- 
tector of all.

It again becomes my privilege to submit to you our annual re- 
port. To those of us who have the responsibility of planning for 
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the work of the Porto Rico Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary to 
the Board of Missions, the past year has been one of great en- 
couragement and blessing. Not only do we find that there has 
been a steady increase in. membership and interest but also there 
is to be noted an added realization of the great spiritual benefit 
which comes from this bond of fellowship in that great Missionary 
Society of the Church. We have added to our list of parish 
branches one at St. Luke’s Church, Puerta de Tierra, so that we 
now number 5 branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 3 Junior 
branches and 3 branches of the Little Helpers. 

It was my very great privilege to be one of the two delegates 
who represented the Porto Rico-Branch at the Triennial Conven- 
tion in St, Louis in October, 1916 and to place on the Alms 
Basin our share of the United Offering. It is with a feeling of 
just pride that I report to you that that share was $163.56 as 
against $44.50 in 1913. ‘ 

In these days of world strife we women of the Auxiliary feel 
doubly the need of the help and guidance of the Clergy. So much 
there is to do in taking our part of our Country’s burden that 
there is danger of our “standing in our light” as it were and our 
vision becoming obscured. To the Clergy then we appeal for help 
in directing our thoughts ever Godward, that we may not, in the 
gathering war clouds, fail to see the Cross shining through, nor 
the clear path of our duty as workers together with God for the 
spread of His Kingdom upon earth. 

The Financial Statement for the year 1916-17 is appended. 

Thanking both you and your clergy for the interest manifested 
in the Auxiliary in the past and bespeaking for it your prayers 
and help in the future,

At the request of the Bishop, the Council met in San Juan, 
P. R. on Dec. 25, 1917 and recomended that the time of service 
of the Rev. Arthur E. Whittle as a deacon be shortened, and recom- 
mended him for the Priesthood. The Council took this action on 
account of the Rev Mr. Whittle having been c:lled to serve in the 
Engliczh Army and the possibiliry of his obtaining a chaplaincy in the 
British Army if he were Priested

sionary Distrit of Porto Rico, pledge our loyalty afresh to our nat* 
ion, our flag, and our government, and promise to all we can to sup- 
port the administr+tion in this time of tremendous responsibility, to 
bring the war to the successful termination of Victory, crowned with 
lasting peace.

(c) We heard with much joy, the plan for more adequate 
material equipment for our work in Porto Rico, as recommend by 
the Bishop and suggested by the architect Mr. Upjohn 


Memorial to the war Cortnmission of the church 


The Convocation of the Missionary District of the church in 
Puerto Rico, assembled in annual session, earnestly memorializes the 
war commission of the church, to endeavour to send a clergyman 
who can readily speak the Spanish Languege, to work among the 
more than | 2,000 men who will be called to Camp. Las Casas in 
June this year. 

The denominations look upon he Cantonment as offering an 
unusual opportunity to reach the youg manhood of Puerto Rico in 
a manner that they could not do for years, possibly never through 
the churches. 

We, the members of the Convocation feel that this Cantonment 
affords the church on opportunity which must be seized to _ present 
the saving and uplifting gospel as the church has received it, to the 
thousands of young men who will soon gather from _ every 
hamlet and district of the Island. 

We suggest that such a man might be found either in Cuba or 
Mexico. Bishop Colmore highg recommends Archdeacon Diaz of 
Cuba. Archdeacon Mellen might suggest some one from Mexico.

The New World School 
Since May 1917 the work of the school has been gradually 


taking shape and we have taken in six children from ‘surroundings 
which could not be called homes. In most cases the children are 
orphans, and none are able to pay anything toward their expenses. 

The first cottage, given by Mr. F. A. Dillingham has been 
called "Dillingham Cottage". It is a simple home consisting of a dor- 
mitory for eight boys, alarge enclosed balcony which serves for 
dining room and sitting room and two smaller rooms for the Matron 
and two little girls who form part of the family. A detached building 
holds the kitchen and lavatory. 

The principal object of the School is to help children who have 
not had educational advantages, to become capable toilers of the 
soil. The children at present attend the rural school. All our 
equipment is very simple, but at the high cost of living at the present 
time, we can not hope to expand the work except by special dona- 
tions for this new institution of the church in Porto Rico.

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Bishop’s Address to Twelfth Annual Convocation, 
April 30th 1918. : 


Dear Brethren: i" 
In bidding you welcome to this meeting of Convocation, | do 


so, being thoroughly conscious of the momentous events of this year. 
The world is engaged in conflict, in which we consider that all the 
powers of righteousness for which our Blessed Saviour gave His life 
on Calvary, are held in the balance. All that the Church lives for 
and teaches, as the exponent and the keeper of the truth of Christ, is 
_ being battled for on the fields of France, and yours and my peace 
and hapiness is largely dependent upon the outcome of that conflict. 
There can be no wonder that every man feels that he must do his 
share to uphold righteousness in the world, by lending his hand to 
stamp out that form of government which is opposed to true demo- 
cracy. One of our Clergy has gone at the call of his government, 
and even now is serving as a shepherd of souls in one of the far off 
stations of the British army. Dr. Moss of St, Lukes Hospital has 
been called also to the medical corps of our national army and re 

signed his post in March of this year. 1 am sure that our hearts are 
proud of them and our prayers for safety go up to the Father of love 
that they may be protected in body and be returned to Porto Rico 
to finish the work given them to do here. 1 am sure that all of us 
would glady make the necessary sacrifice were we needed in this 
world crisis, and yet we must not feel that the only way of serving 
God at this time is with the troops in trench or training camp. Much 
~ remains for us to do among those who remain at home, to help 
“keep the home fires burning” for the sake ot those who have gone 
to the front, to minister 'to the lonely and heartsick ones whose repre- 
sentatives on the hattle line may never return to the home. In times 
of national crisis such as this there is great work for the Clergy to 
do, in upholding the same principles {of purity and justice which the 
allied cause is fighting for. In places of large concentration of men, 
the temptations are great and who if not we, you and I, are responsi- 
ble for the moral condition sorrounding them? . Much devolves upon 
us to be done for the bencfit cf those who go to the front in both 
material and spiritual ways. We ere to look out always too for the 
interests of cur country, end allcw ro rumors or discussion which will be 
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a detriment to the carrying out of the task which has been underta: 
ken. Already our own American troops are in the thick of the 
fighting; they are dying for us. I charge you that you pray for them, 
that they may conduct thenselves as gentlemen and when God calls 
them that they may die like men. Soon our own Porto Rican 
troops will be in training. You are each to do what you can for 
their comfort, their moral support and general well being. God will 
feetaliow truth and justice to be trampled down. On Good Friday 
the world of darkness seemed to have conquered, but the Easter 
Dawn showed that God was still in His world, and that death had 
been permitted in order that life and inmortality might come to 
ight. Our christian faith assures us the victory, but we must. wil- 
lingly make the sacrifice. 

My first duty is to speak of the death on July 9th. of last year, 
of the Right Rev. James H. VanBurea, D. D. first Bishop of _ this 
District. Serving first as missionary to Porto Rico, he was consecra— 
ted Bishop in 1902 and served for ten years. He was 67 years of 
age. He gave his life for this work and only retired when compel- 
led by ill health. Almost the entire material foundation of the Dis- 
trict is due to his efforts May God grant him eternal rest, and may 
light perpetual shine upon him. 

Since our last meeting, there have been numerous changes in 
our staff. No less than nine new workers have been added, includ- 
ing Deaconesses Crane and Macdonald and the Rev. Mr. Whittle 
who came last June: the Rev. F. A. Saylor and Mrs Saylor, Miss 
Mathes and Miss Gonzalez who arrived i in September; the Rev. 
Mr. Dickey, in October; Miss Gumble in November and Mrs. 
Worsham in January of this year. Of these] have already spoken 
of the fact that Mr Whittle and Dr. Moss have been called to the 
colors. It is with great regret that I also record the loss of our 
Deaconesses through the ill health of Miss Crane. Their work is 
being ably carried on by Miss Ellen T. Hicks our veteran Missiona- 
ary from the Philippines. * If Miss Hicks will remain with us, I feel 
sure we can make good our loss at the hospital. I record also with 
regret the resignation of our oldest missionary to P.R. Miss E. 
H. Mc.Collough of Mayagiiez, which tool effect in January of this. 
year. However the fact of the loss of these workers, together with 
the visit of Mr. Upjohn our Architect from New York, of whom 
more later, has caused me to consider very deeply the question of 
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policy which we auld adopt in the District as regards the workers. 
I have taken council regarding this most important matter and am 
convinced that the permanence of our work depends largely upon 
the training and preparation of a native ministry. Not only will the 
Porto Rican Clergyman be more apt to remain in Porto Rico, but 
also will be able to reach a far wider circle of souls than we who 
have to learn the language and endeaver to leara to see life froma — 
different point of view. I would include in this consideration the 
training of Women workers as well as the men Heretofore I have 
thought that the best means of reaching this end is to send our Can- 
didates to the States for their education, but from many points of 
view this 1s impractical, and the result often is a North American 
rather that a Lattn American Clergyman. On the whole it seems 
to be far more promising to establish a training school in Porto Rico, 
where we will have our Candidates under our own supervision and 
have the oportunity to use them as lay workers during their course 
of instruction, thus giving them practical instruction and effecting a 
saving for the time being in paid workers. | must call your attention 
to the fact here that we have not a single native Clergyman on our 
staff, the Rev. Mr. Cuervos having resigned in September. 

The most logical place for such a school is the former Episcopal 
Residence in Rio Piedras. The building is well adapted for the 
purpose and is very near to the University of Porto Rico, were the 
Candidates can obtain the necessary instruction in the classical course. 
We have three young men will enter the school with a 
fourth worker from F ajardo who will spend part of his time there as 
soon as it is put into operation, and the prospect for a fifth boy from 
Mayagiiez. These possibilities for the Ministry are all in the future, 
but we can never begin. earlier and we can see the result of fifteen 
years of the opposite policy. I may add that this is the policy of our 
Missions in China and Japan where the work is eminently success- 
ful. If after graduation and a few years in the Ministry, a Clergy- 
man shows himself qualified, he is some times sent to the Ope 
States for a post-graduate course at a University or Seminary, I feel 
that in adopting this policy a real step in advance has been taken, 
and while the Board has not yet finally given its consent to the use 
of the necesssary funds for the support of the school there is no 
doubt of its being put into operation in September of this year. 

The adoption of this policy entails some changes in the pro- 
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gramme, which I had formerly in mind. The idea we had was to 
establish a strong centry of Church work in the Island, using the Am- 
erican congregation in San Juan as the nucleus. A large plot of 
land was bought last year for the purpose and plans drawn for a 
group of buildings. The policy now however makes the Porto 
Rican work the centre, and as the land in Condado was to be paid 
for with the proceeds from the sale of the Episcopal Residence, the 
change necessitates the sale of the Condado property and_ the aban- 
donment of the scheme. The money which it was planned to 
expend there can be expended to much greater advantage in several 
different places for the native work. 

In January of this year Mr. Hobart B. Upjohn, Architect from 
New York, visited me for the purpose of looking over the District 
and getting an idea of the architecture of Porto Rico. We visited 
most of our centres of work. I think he gained a good conception of 
our needs and posibilities. Mr Upjohn has prepared the plans for 
the construction of new building at Mayagiiez, and we have asked 
him to accept the appointment as official architect for the District. | 
submit for your interest and information his first report on the survey 
of the field. You will see that he recomends (1) that a building 
be constucted at once at Mayagiiez to replace our old wooden 
structure. The present condition of this building brought forth its 
condemnation by the sanitary authorities of the Island. Fortunately 
the Board of Missions came to our rescue with a gift of $6000, 
from the fund of undesignated legacies of 1917. This with some 
$2000, already on hand for the purpose, we hope will be sufficient 
for the construction of the first building of the group, for St. An- 
drew's. His second (2) recommendation is that the Doctor's Resi- 
dence at St. Luke’s Hospital be changed into a Nurse’s Home, by 
the addition of a second story. There is not adequate space at the 
hospital for this very important institution, and as it will probaby not 
be needed again for the Physician, We hope to be able to carry out 
this suggestion. (3) He suggests that at least tWo Mission Cha- 
pels, ready built and moveable, be provided for the newer and less 
developed Work. The idea is that these can be moved to another 
place when it becomes necessary to provide a more permanent 
home for the work or should it seem advisible to discontinue 
efforts in that place. He suggests that our work at Fajardo and 
the Annunciation in San Juan could be very well provided for in 
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this way. He would build the Chapels in sections so that as many 
units as needed could be used, and the building used as Church and — 
school, or Church and Parish-house combined (4) he suggests 
that St. Luke’s Church at Puerta de Tierra be sold When the 
opportunity is presented and a move made to a more quiet and 
appropriate spot in the same locality. The property has been offer- 
ed for sale, with some prospects for an early transaction. : 

During the year St. Luke's Hospital has been the scene of many 
and great changes. Last September Miss Robins, who had _reor- 
ganized the hospital and been its effcient Superintendent for three 
years resigned and returned to United the States. The work was 
taken up by Deaconesses Crane and Macdonald, of whose resig~ 
nation | have already spoken, and through the kindness of Miss 
Hicks who was on furlough, this burden has been assumed by her 
in a most satisfactory manner. When Dr. Moss notified me last year 
of his call tothe medical corps of the army, We determined to ask 
~ Dr. Lopez-Nussa, a resident of Ponce and long time friend of the 
hospital, to take the position of Medical Director. This he has done, 
and We feel confident of the success of the institution under his di- 
rection. It is most timely that I should speak here of the fact of the 
graduation of our first class of nurses from St. Luke’s, on April 2nd. 
of this year. Six nurses were given diplomas and all feel that we 
may justly be proud of the record they have made. This training 
school is one of our most important activities, and it isa great satis— 
faction to see it brought to its present state of development and or - 
ganization. Much of its success is due to the efforts of Miss. Rosa 
Gonzalez, a Porto Rican anda graduate of the Presbyterian Hospital 
in San Juan. 

One of the most important developments of the past year has 
been the arrangement for the publication of a new periodical in Spa- 
nish, "E] Nuevo Siglo". The honor of effecting the existence of 
the paper, I believe, belongs to us, as a result of our action at Con- 
vocation last year. The present development is much broader and 
greater than our plan, and at the same time is cheaper for us since 
Cuba and Mexico are included in its scope and will help with the 
expense. Too much praise and gratitude connot be expressed toward 
our Secretary for Latin America for his intense interest and untiring 
enegry in editing and publishing this periodical. ‘This gives us the 
opportunity to publish the Sundy School lessons of the Church, 
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adapted’ from the Cristian Nurtuse Series, edited and translated by 
the Rev. Mr. Walter, as also Bishop Fiske’s book, "The Religion of 
the Incarnation", translated by the Rev. P. R. R. Reinhardt. I hope 
that some action will be taken by Convocation commneding and 
adopting "El Nuevo Siglo". The first issue is before you Its in— 
fluence should be extended as broadly possible, by increasing 
the subscription lists among our Church people in Porto Rico. 

During the past year the Board of Missions decided upon the 
appointment of a Missionary to Santo Domingo, and in January of 
this year, the Rev. William Wyllie of Jacksonville, Fla. took up 
his residence in the Capital city of that Republic. I look for great 
developments there especially among the English speaking people. It 
ocurrs to me that it would be desirable to request the House of Bis- 
hops to place the work in Santo Domingo within the jurisdiction of 
Porto Rico Although on the same Island with Haiti, strange to say 
the communication is much more frequent with Porto Rico, and since 
the language is the same as ours, it would seem to me to be much 
more appropriately a part of Porto Rico, until the work shall be su- 
fficient for its own organization. 

Your reports this year are the first under the new order of the 
General Convention, The blanks are different and I suppose it is 
inevitable that many mistakes will be made. Some of the time in- 
cluded in this report is overlapped by yours of last year viz: the four 
months from January to April inclusive. The Church desires to have 
all Districts and Dioceses make their reports for the same time and 
in the same form, and last year we decided to conform to the order. 
I am sure this will result in much better statistics, and more satisfac— 
tory information. 

In conclusion let me urge you to adopt the word “loyalty” as the 
controlling influence in all your deliberations, and in the Work you 
may be doing during the ensuing year. Whether in active service of 
our country, or the quiet duty of your parish, remember that each and 
every one is the country's servant, and must be loyal and _ true to the 
flag. "For God and for right" must mean the same thing today to 
-every loyal American, for the fact stands that the cause of the Allies 
with which we have irrevocably cast our lot, has ceased to be a 
mere national strife for existence materially and has become a spiri- 
tual strife, a holy and consecrated war for the principles and service

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF 
THE CHURCH, May 1. 1919. | 

Your committee begs to report that the reports of 

the parishes and missions of the District have been 

received from the Bishop, as provided by canon, and 

that they have been duly tabulated,: for publication: in 


the Journal. Theclergy have prepared their reports 
this year with unusual care, which has greatly simplified 
the work of tabulation. It should. be noted that this 
Committee is not authorized to tabulate miscellaneous 
financial reports Which are without certificate of audit, 
and Which do not appear on the official blanks provided 
by the Bishop. Where Guild accounts are not kept by 
the treasurer of the Parish, they should be submitted 
to him at.the end of the year for examination, in order 
that he may certify to their correctness and enter the 
statement of rezeipts and expenditures in the Parish 
report. Otherwise they cannot appear in the official 
tabulation of the District. 

Your Committee suggests that under the heading 
“Current Expenses” of the official. blank, a sub-head 
“7, Supplies’? should be entered. 

We recommend that a uniform system of parish 

accounting should b2 adopted without further delay. 
We rezommend that the Finance Committ2e under- 
take to secure an accurate valuation of the property of 
the Church in the District. 

Werecommend that in reporting ‘‘Baptized Persons,”’ 
no person should be included who has not b2en baptized 
by a clergyman of the Episcopal Church, unless such 
person has subsequently been received into the 
communion of the Church by lawful authority. 

We note that all parishes report Baptisms; all 
parishes report Confirmations, with the exception of 
Ponce, Fajardo, and Vieques. The first named exception 
was due to the Influenza epidemic at the time appointed 
for Confirmation, and the two latter to the absence of 
the Priest in charge. Marriages are reported in all 
parishes except Fajardo and St.. Luke’s, San Juan, 
Burials are reported in all parishes except Manati and 
St, Luke’s, San Juan. St. Luke’s San Juan and La 
Santisima Trinidad, Ponce, are the only parishes 
reporting sick communions. If the reports are correct, 
this indicates a condition which should be remedied 
without delay. 

We recommed an improved and uniform system for 
recording the services and other official acts celebrated 
~ by the clergy.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF ADVICE 


The Council of Advice met for organization in San 
Juan, May 7, 1918. The Rev. Harvey P. Walter was 
elected president: the Rev. L. M. A. Haughwout, 
secretary. The Bishop presented for discussion the 
importance of establishing a training school for the 
raising up of a native ministry. The idea was heartily 
approved by the Council, and in order that the best 
young men might be secured the following resolution 
was adopted:— 


‘To the Board of Missions, New York: 


Whereas the future welfare of the church in 
Porto Rico is dependent upon the creation of a 
native ministry, — 


And whereas the present policy of the Board of 
Missions in the matter of paying lesser salaries 
to native men, creates disappointment among the — 
workers enlisted in the field,— 

Therefore be it resolved, that it is the sense of 
the Council of Advice of the Missionary District 
.of Porto Rico, thatin determining the com- 
pensation of the workers appointed from the 
field, other things being equal. there should be 
no discrimination on account of race, or place of 
residence at the time of his or her appointment.’’ 


The Council met again on June 26, 1918 and 
approved the plan of the Bishop for issuing a quarterly 
call for funds for permanent improvements in the 
District. It was agreed that the proceeds of the first 
call should go towards the furnishing of the new St, 
Andrew’s school and teachers’ house, Mayaguez, P. R. 


The last meeting of the Council took place on Dec. 
2, 1918 to advise with the Bishop as to how best to 
repair the damages to St. Luke’s Hospital. Ponce, 
caused by the earthquakes. It was recommended that 
the best technical advice be secured and followed in 
making the repairs.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 


‘To THE THIRTEENTH ANNUAL CONVOCATION 
OF THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF PoRTO. RICO. 


Your Committe2 mat, soon after its appointment, 
for organization and for discussion of the matters of 
Parish accounting. Mr. H. M. C. Vedder was of great 
help in explaining the use of the system proposed by 
the Committee of the General Convention and we hoped 
to derive great banefit from his assistance in installing 
the system in each Mission. Tentative arrangements 
were made for the whole Committee to visit each 
Mission and explain all difficulties. Unfortunately Mr. 
Vedder was called away suddenly last year and will 
not return so the Committee and the District are de- 
prived of his assistance. 


The Committee has received from the Committee 
on Finance from the General Convention, and offers 
for your inspection, a Parish Cash Book which seems 
to include everything necessary for keeping Church 
accounts. The Cash Book is arranged in columns in 
accord With the parochial report blank and the monthly 
summary makes the annual report fairly simple. 


Your Committee recommends action by the Convo- 
cation requiring the use of this cash book by all the 
Parishes and Missions of the District. 


In fulfilling theintention of the Canon on Finance, 
your Committee expects to report to the Convocation 
regularly as to any mortgages or indebtedness on the 
property of the District. All titles are held by the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. It would 
be well for each Clergyman to familiarize himself with 
the valuation of the property and the amount of insu- 
rance etc. There is a note of $2,000. held by the Rev. 
J. F. and Mrs. Droste against the purchase of the land 
and equipment of the New World School. This note is 
signed by the Bishop of Porto Rico and the interest is 
paid annually at 6%. Authority has been given to pay 
interest if necessary from unexpended appropriations of 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. There 
will ba, during the year 1919, a mortgage of $6.090. at 
5% interest given to the American Church Building 
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Fund Commission of New York against the Mayaguez 
Buildings. The amount is written in ten notes of $600. 
each, one of which, with the interest on the whole, is 
to be paid each year. The ‘present appropriation for 
Rector’s rent will be continued and used toward this 
purpose. Special contributions will be relied upon for 
the remainder. Another source of indebtedness will be 
the repairs on St. Luke’s Hospital necessitated by the 
recent earthquake. It is hoped that special contributions 
will take care of this entire expense. 


We note from the Bishop’s report of Special Funds 
that the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society has 
funds on hand from the sale of the Condado_ property 
in San Juan. It is hoped that the Board of Missions 
will agree to use the funds received from this source 
for the purchase or erection of an Episcopal residence. 


We note finally the statement that all parochial 
accounts have been audited in accordance with the 
Canon and the certificates are attached.

Resolved—That the Convocation order the purchase 
and use by each Parish and Mission of the District, of

REPORT OF ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL. PONCE 
May 15, 1919. 


To the Convoeation of the Church in the District 
of Porto Rico: } | 


In accordance with the Resolution of last Convoca- 
tion. the Advisory Board of St. Luke’s Hospital has 
received and reviewed the monthly reports of the 
institution, and has found them satisfactory. In spite 
of the damages sustained by the earthquake last October 
and the consequent necessity of abandoning the main to 
hospital buildings, the life of the Hospital has continued 
without interruption, and the income from all sources 
has at all times exceeded the expenditures. 


The work of repairing the damages was entrusted 
the Advisory Board by the Bishop, and has been » 
completed. The Board of Missions authorized the 
expenditure of $6,000.00 for this purpose: but due to 
certain structural changes and other improvements 
which were undertaken at the time, this amount has 
been exceeded. The total cost to date of repairs, 
alterations. and improvements, is $8184.68 


$330.34 of this amount has been: paid from the 
current income of the Hospital, leaving $7854.34 to 
be met by funds received through the Board, and such 
other funds as may be secured by local subscription. 
An appeal to this end has been made, and although but 
$1500.00 has been secured, it is believed more and larger 
donations are still to be made. 


Mention should also be made of the signal public 
services rendered by the Hospital during the past year. 
At the time of the earthquake, a nursing unit of 7 
was sent to relieve the suffering at Mayaguez, under 
the direction of the Civilian Relief Section of the Ponce 
Branch of the American Red Cross. And under the 
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Same auspices the administration of an Emergency — 
Hospital of fifty beds was undertaken in the City of 
Ronce. The latter enterprise was organized, equipped, 
and the first patients received within twenty four 


hours of entry upon the public school buildingdesignated — 


by the school authorities, and was the first public relief 
measure to be initiated in the community. 


A detailed financial statement is attached to this 
report. As the present system of accounts was not 
begun until May Ist, 1918, the statement does not in- 

clude the four months preceeding.

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BISHOP’S ADDRESS TO THE THIRTEENTH 
| ANNUAL CONVOCATION. | 
May, 20, 1919. 


My dear Brethren:— 


-- For the sixth time it is my privilege to welcome 
you to our annual deliberations. For a long time all of 
us have felt the desirability and even the necessity of 
banding the workers into a closer family life with a 
frequent opportunity of meeting together for spiritual 
refreshment, going in quiet and corporated conference 
to the source cf all real strength and life. In order to 
formulate some such plan, I asked the Clergy of the 
district to meet me at Aibonito last January, when we 
conferred on this matter and decided to make an effort 
to meet several times during the year, and to make at 
the annual meeting of Convocation an opportunity of 
the same kind. ‘I appointed at that time a committee 
to draw up a program so. that we might use the day 
before Convozation for this ptirpose. I am sure all the 
workers will agreé that this plan is possible of large 
development and may be productive of much help and 
refreshment to us all. Our lives are isolated and unless 
we can get together we are in danger of growing stale 
and spiritually stagnant. In this connection let me say 
that there are a number of summer conferences held in 
the States each year and often the management is glad 
to make special inducements for missionaries to attend. 
Such an invitation is extended this year by the Cambridge 
Conference and the Conference at Bernardsville, N. J. 
I trust it may be possible for soma of our workers to 
take advantage of-these invitations next year. 


Before speaking of the business which lies before 
us allow me to stop and. mention the names of some 
who during the past year ‘“‘having finished their course 
in faith’ do now rest from their labors.’’ _TheRt. Rev. 
Alfred Magill Randolph, D.D.,.. Ist Bishop of the 
Diocese of Southern Va. died on April 9th—The Rt. 
Rev. Charles S. Olmsted, D.D., of Colorado, died on 
Oct:, 21-and The Rt. Rev. Francis Key Brooke, D,D., 
Ist. Missionary Bishop of Oklahoma, on Oct 22.. I would 
mention with these Bishops the names of two, of our 


own workers who have recently been taken from us. 
Carmelo Maldonado, native of Porto Rico, and Catechist 
in this Church for more than a year, fell on sleep May 
2nd of this year. .The humility of this man, his devotion 
to duty and to the service of the Master have been a 
wonderful lesson and inspiration to those who knew 
him. He thought nothing of walking for miles into the 
country districts around Fajardo to gather the people 
together to hear the gospel message. Even when only 
recovering from an attack of influenza he felt impelled 
to be about his Master’s business and thus his zeal 
was probably the cause of his early death. He made 
our Church known among the deserted families of that 
section of the Island and his death is a challenge to us 
to provide some one in his place. Gerhardt Monefeldt 
Esq-who died on May 10th, was the foundation and pillar 
of this Mission of St. Andrew. In the years before the 
Church came to Mayaguez he was faithful to her 
teaching’ and practice and was most helpful and 
energetic in the establishment of the Mission. For — 
many years he has been Lay Reader under the license 
of lhe Bishop and has taught in the Sunday School. He 
translated into Spanish:several of the grades of lessons 
in the Gwynne Series, one of which has been published 
in pamphlet form. Always upright, strongand vigorous 
he has stood nobly for Christ and for right. He will he 
sorely missed by us all. May our Heavenly Father take 
them unto Himself and have them in His own tender 
and gentle keeping, and may the rest of us learn the 
lesson of their faithfulness to service. 


CHANGES IN THE STAFF. 


As reported last year the Rev. A. EK. Whittle has 
been with the British Expeditionary Forces in Mesopo-+; 
tamia, nor do we know as yet when he will be relieved. 
The work at Fajardo has been conducted by Mr. Car- 
melo Maldonado up to the time of his illness, about one 
month before his death. At the present. time only 
occasional services are held and it remains to be decided 
whether we shall administer it from San Juan or try to 
secure someone else for it. The Rev: George V. Dickey, 
formerly Rector of St. John’s, San Juan, resigned in 
July and returned to the States. For a time I conducted 
the services and later the Rex. Mr. Walter took charge 


of the work, and aecepted the Rectorship for one year. ° 
Tne work has progressed splendidly under his care but 
it gives him entirely too much to do. During my recent 
visit to the other parts of my jurisdiction Mr. Walter 

has been the only Priest resident in San Juan, and has 
- done the work of both the Spanish and English 
Congregations. Mr. Camille Estornelle, finished his 
theolozical course in Philadelphia this month and will 
come to Porto Ries immediately after his ordination to 
the Diaconate. I have arranged to have him assist Mr. 
Walter in San Juan so that the pressure will be relieved. 
Mrs. Edith H. Rafter came down under appointment of 
the Board in Fabruary and has ttken up work at Holy 
Trinity, Ponce, under the Rev. L. M. A. Haughwout. 
Miss Minnie Palmer has been appointed a memmber of 
the staff as Bishops Secretary, and is already getting 
my offic2in g>o.1 order. Miss Ellen T. Hicks came to 
Porto Ries in March 1918 expactinz to fill tha vacancy 
at St. Luke’s Hospital for three months and. she is still 
there. This is sufficient to say of Miss Hick’s 
faithfulness, excap: that she has b22n anxious all the 
time to return hom2 and engage in other work. During 
her stay tha hospital has passed through the trying 
experiences of the Earthquake and the consequent 
repair work. I am personally most grateful to Miss 
Hicks for her untiring efforts and hope the Convocation 
will pass some suitable resolution to that effect. 


With St. Luke’s Hospital Training School, the 
Industrial department of St. Andrew’s and the New 
World School, I feel that we are making a beginning in 
the most necessary effort to teach the lesson of self 
‘support. I believe the most important practical training 
that we can give is that of industry and hope that we 
ean make all our educationa! work tend in that direction. 
We are chiefly interested in helping the people of Porto 
Rico to a full realization of their duty as citizens of the 
United States. Butin order to do this we must teach 
them their duty as citizens of the Kingdom of God, and 
when one learns, along with the three Rs, the method 
and dignity of work he has gone a long way toward 
finding out his duty to God and his neighbor. But 
apart from the industrial training there is the all 
important work of training the future leaders of the 


Church’s work in Porto Rico. I hop2 there will be no 


obstacle tothe establishment of our: Postulant training: 
school:at Rio Piedras this year.’ I feel that. this is the’ 
most.important:plan. we have and:that the permanency:

BUSINESS METHODS. 


I regret to advise that Mr. Vedder »f our Finance 
Committe has moved away from Porto Rico and we are 
therefore deprived of his valuable a3szistanze. I hone 
the committee will be able to report progress in the 
matter of business methods in the District. Sometimes 
one may be tempted to think it unnecessary to comply 
with the order of the Church as to accounts and 
auditing but I am sure that experience wiil always prove 
the contrary. The expense of an audit is as nothing 
compared to the value of having the accounts correct. 
Let me urge upon each Parish and Mission .a strict and 
conscientious compliance with the order of the Canon 
and the suggestions made by the Finance Committee of 
the General Convention. 


SUGGESTIONS REGARDING CANONS. 


I would call your attention to the fact of the meeting 
this year of the General Convention and that it will be 
necessary to secure the approval of the House of Bishops 
of any changes made since our meeting of 1916: 

It seems to me that in 1915 a Canon on the subject 
of Registrar should have been included in the draft 
presented to the House of Bishops, but does not so 
appear. (See Journal of 1916. page 26.) I would rec- 
ommend a change in Article VII of the Constitution 
relieving the Bishop of the onus of serving on the 
Committee on Apportionments and Assessments. Also, 
the District should have a Canon on Social Service 
creating a Commission for this purpose. I hope that 
appropriate resolutiones will be made at our first meet- 
ing which can be referred to the Committee on Consti- 
tution and Canons. 

I am sure it will be sufficient for me to call attention 
to several provisions of the Canons which are but 
loosely observed in some cases. Canon 8---enjoins upon 
each Parish and Mission certain annual offerings, most 
of which are observed, but some of which are not 
regularly contributed to. Ganon 9—requires that the 
Bishop appoint annually in each organized Mission a 
Finance Committee. This has not been regularly done 
and I would request that in any case in which this has 
not been attended to for the year 1919, names be 


presented to me me at once for appointment and that — | 
hereafter, such names be sent me on the first of January 
of each year. | 


MISSIONARY FUNDS. 


The records of Missionary Apportionment show 
Porto Rico on the Honor Roll. Let us keep up our good ~ 
record of the past, thus showing our appreciation of 
what is being done for us by the Church at home. But 
should we not be making a greater effort in behalf of 
Mission work in Porto Rico? The offerings at the 
Bishops visitation are devoted to Church Extension in 
the District, but there is no obligation in this for any 
regular amount. Might it not be arranged to make- an 
apportionment for Diocesan Missions as well as General 
Missions and the offering at the Bishop’s visitation be 
allowed to count towards it? 3 


THE VIRGIN ISLANDS. 


I have just received notification from the Presiding 
Bishop, that the Bishop of Antigua has resigned his 
jurisdiction over the Church in the Virgin Islands of the 
United States and that the work of the Church there is 
to be administered by me from May lst of this year. 
I have already visited the three Parishes on the Islands 
and find a total of some 9,000 Church people and nearly 
1.900 communicants. You will readily understand that 
this will add considerably to the work of this jurisdic- 
tion. The main difficulty lies in the means of commu- 
nication between the various Islands and I am considering 
the advisability of suggesting to the House of Bishops 
‘a redistribution of territory as follows: To include 
within the District of Porto Rico the Islands of Porto 
Rico, the Dominican Republic and the Virgin Islands of 
the United States and to attach the work in Haiti to 
some other District. Personally I should be sorry to 
give up jurisdiction in Haiti as the work is most 
interesting and attractive, but I fear that on account of 
the difficulties of communication I am not able to do 
justice to that part of the jurisdiction. 

It is with great pleasure that I welcome with you 
tonight a representative from Santo Domingo, 
Archdeacon Wyllie, and one of the Clergy of the Virgin ~ 
Islands of the United States, the Rev. J. T. Pilgrim. — 
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I hope that next year they will take their place among 
us as of their own right as Clergy of the District. 


NATION-WIDE CAMPAIGN. 


. The manner in which the nation has recently been 
mobilized for war has led the Church to a vision of 
what might and should be done for the extension of the 
Kingdom of God throughout the world. A Nation- 
Wide Campaign has been instituted which has as its 
avowed purpose ‘‘to bring the spiritual power of the 
Church to bear on the Church’s whole task; to obtain 
and train an increased number of people for Christian 
leadership, clerical and lay;.to care for the financial 
needs of all the general agencies and to care for, in 
consultation with the proper authorities, the financial 
needs of all the Dioceses and Missionary Districts of a 
Missionary religious, Educational or Social Service 
nature. The organization has been formed and I 
understand it will be definitely launched at the time of 
the General Convention. 

In the estimates for 1920 the Bishops are asked to 
include the funds needed for new developments as Well 
as the increased appropriations which will be needed 
for their support. At last it seems the Church has seen 
a vision of the possibility of properly equipping the 
work in the field. It will mean much to us here to be 
able to present a proper appearance and be equipped to 
do efficient work. 


In conclusion I must speak of the great and burning 
question which is occupying the attention of the Church 
at home. On the one hand a Commission from our 
Church in the United States has set out on an expedition 
to visit the authorities of the Church of Rome, and of 
the Eastern orthodox Church in various countries on 
behalf of the movement for a Conference on faith and 
Order; while on the other hand, representatives of 
all schools of thought in our Church have been conferring 
in private meetings with representatives of the Con- 
gregationalists and have drawn up a plan through 
which ‘‘might be made a practical approach towards 
making clear and evident the visible unity of believers 
in our Lord according to His will:’’ The Spirit of God 
is working and is preparing the minds of his people 
for great events in his Church. Certainly the effort 
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will be to bring all men to a conformity to the true © 
Catholicity of the Church. We must always bear in 
mind however that the real purpose of the Church is to 
Save men’s souls and not that any particular organization 
in the Church should increate in membership. Non © 
essentials of the Church, while sometimes dear to’ us 
must not always be forcéd upon others and as We see 
the opportunity for the increase of the cause of God, we 
who are truly Catholic will be willing to given to others 
the blessings which we enjoy. As the world draws 
nearer thé time for an earthly peace God grant that 
peace may more fully dwell upon His Church that all 
the forces for good may be brought to bear with unity 
of command under the Lord Himself and with unity of — 
purpose on the part of all his followers so that the 
common enemy may be put to flight and forever banished 
from the world.

The Committee is pleased to note the publication in book 
form of one of the Christian Nurture Courses trans- 
lated into Spanish by the Rev. Harvey P. Walter, and 
the publication in El Nuevo Siglo of a second course 
The good work thus begun should be continued until 
our Spanish Churches are fully equipped with 
Churchly literature, and the much needed materials 
for religious instruction.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS 1920 


In welcoming you to our 14th annual Convocation I do so 
with much hopefulness and great faith in the future of 
the work in this District. Things have transpired in the 
Church during the past year which, if faithfully carried out 
by all of God’s people, will make it much more possible for 
the work of God to be accomplished throughout the world. 
Our minds have been greatly broadened by the events of the 
past five years and God has undoubtedly turned this to the 
benefit of His Church. Men have been led to see the 
possibility and benefit of sacrifice and the thought has at once 
occurred to every right thinking man and woman, “if I can 
sacrifice for the benefit of my country when her liberties and 
the liberties of others are assailed, why can I not make a 
ereater sacrifice for my Church, the Kingdom of God, in her 
greater war for the whole of mankind against the very powers 
of evil and darkness.” This latter is what we call remedial 
warfare in that it goes to the root of the world’s trouble and 
is a war which will truly make our mortal wars impossible 
in the future. There has indeed been inaugurated a great 
forward movement in the Church which will affect every 
Diocese, every parish and mission and every individual who 
will see the vision of God’s purpose for him and will honestly 
try to accomplish what is clearly his part and duty in the 
great plan. 

Of course I refer to the Nation Wide Campaign which was 
otiginated in the Board of Missions last year and which was 
endorsed with so much enthusiasm by the General Convention 
at Detroit last October. This is an effort to awaken the 
conscience of the whole Church, of every: man, woman and 
child signed with the sign of the Cross and made God’s child 
in baptism, to the great opportunity for the Church to serve 
the world and change the hearts and minds of men from 
selishness to a contemplation of God, and the wellbeing of 
their fellow men. 

It is known that approximately only one third of the members 
of the Church are interested in the Church’s work outside 
their own parish. The problem therefore is to interest the 
other part of the Church’s membership, who form the majority 
at the present time. And let us not fall into the current 
mistake of thinking that this is a mere drive for money for 
the support of any temporary work the Church may be doing 
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at present or may wish to undertake within the next. Meee 
years. Such drives, while effective in themselves, serve only — 
the temporary purpose and make the repetition of later drives’ — 
more difficult. The Nation Wide Campaign on the other hand ~ 
seeks to awaken the conscience and educate the mind to the 
opportunity so that the whcle membership of the Church wall’ Wee 
understand the meaning of Christ’s command to His disciples 
that they shall go to all the world and preach the gospel to | 
every creature. The effect of this will be cumulative and will — 
increase from year to year. The surveys of work made for 

the next three years will serve to show the Church what can 
be done and that in the following three years many times 

more can be accomplished. And when the men and women — 
of the Church are thoroughly aroused and interested so that 

they read of the various activities, working in every way — 
possible for their advancement and praying to Almighty God 
for their success, there will be no lack of money to carry out 
the plans proposed. 

In Porto Rico the campaign has been very sudeenle 
prosesu ted. Our Committe'on Survey appointed at the last 
Convocation has been very painstaking in its work and I wish 
to take this opportunity of thanking each of them for the 
time and effort expended on it. We have asked the Church 
to support our work during the three years to the extend of 
Upwards of a third of a million dollars. On the other hand 
the campaign management in recognizing our financial weakness] — 
allotted us a quota “of $793.00 per year or $2379.00 for three} 
years. Our committee on Nation Wide Campaign will report 
how successfully their work of meeting this quota has been 
accomplished. : 


Let us not, however, measure the success or failure of th 
campaign merely by a balance sheet showing dollars and_ 
cents. The real value of it is to be found in the spiritua 
development of the Church’s membership. Has it brought u 
any nearer to the Kingdom of God and has it made ui 
realize in a more real way our citizenship and our relationship 
to our fellow men throughout the world? No amount o 
money or material equipment can achieve success in God’ 
work if the hearts of men are not consecrated to His service 
At the same time if all men realize the presence of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ -in all their meditations and 
ea the work of God will prevail in every phase in which 
it, undertaken. Our surveys have been presented to the 
Cena Committee in New York and our quota has bee 
oversubscribed by a handsome margin, but I would not have 
you think that our part in the campaign has been finished. 
We have only begun the forward movement. All our energies; 
all our best. thought and attention will still be required, that 


e 
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its best results may be obtained. While the obligation rests 
upon every individual in the Church, yet in a peculiar way 
the leadership is with you, .Clergy, other Missionaries, and 
representative laity. Upon you, members of Convocation, 
there rests a special responsibility that this work so greatly 
undertaken by the Church, shall be devotedly carried out in 
the District of Porto Rico. |

It is a source of much gratification to all of us that no very 
serious illness has come near to attack our little band of workers. 
I pray God that He will constantly protect us from harm 
and give us all an abundance of His strength to enable us 
to do His work gladly and efficiently. 


During the past year there have been as usual a 
changes in the personel of our regular staff. Th ‘ 
Messrs A. E. Whittle and George V. Dickey have beer 
formally transferred to Wyoming and New York respectively 
The Rev. Camille Estornelle was ordained Deacon last M 
and took up work in the District in June, and the Rev. 
C. Salmond arrived in February of this year. Of our othe 
new workers, Misses Frances H. Skinner and Mary Wmifrec 
Parsons have served on the staff of St. John’s School, Mrs. 
John H. Fink and Miss. Edwina Wan Duzer have been 
working at St. Andrew’s School, Mayagtiez, and Misses Wyatt 
and Brockelbank spent part of the year at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Ponce. Deaconess Gadsden has just recently arrived to assist | 
in the parish work and training of women workers, at Ponce. 
‘During the year, Mrs. Edith H. Rafter was transferred from 
Ponce to Fajardo and has resuscitated the languishing work at 
Transfiguration Mission in a wonderful way. Great interest 
is manifested in the work and its progress is most gratifying. 
At my request, the Rev. Leonard Read has been living at — 
Vieques and has taken the services as he has been ablé. Miss 
Ellen T. Hicks is still Superintendent of St. Luke's Hospital — 
and the report for the year in the hands of the Committee on 
the State of the Church will testify to the efficiency of her 
work. The hospital and training school are both in excellent 
aes condition. Mee 
By action of the House of Bishops at the recent General 
Convention, the territory of the Virgin Islands of the United — 
States was made part of this Missionary District. The strength ~ 
of the District has thereby been materially increased. Th 
three parishes count a communicant list of some 1800, some 
1200 Sunday School pupils, and each parish has its own Church 
parish house and rectory and all are practically self-supporting 
Of the clergy of the Church of England who were resident at th 
time of the transfer to American jurisdiction, the Rev. J. F 
Pilgrim and the Rev. H. M. Pigott elected to remain an 
have ‘been transferred to the American Church. The Rev 
Philip S. Smith was called to the vacancy in Fredericksted, 
Santa Cruz and has been in residence since July of last year. 
It is very necessary that there should be four curates in 
this work. One, the Rev. Theodore Branch, is already at St 
Thomas, officiatng under license, and I hope that one othe 
will soon arrive from the United States for the work at Hol 
Cross, a dependent Mission of St. Paul’s, Fredericksted 
There should also be an assistant at St. Paul’s and one at St. 
John’s, Christiansted, in order that the work may be 
adequately done. These to additional assistants have bee 
asked for in the Nation Wide Campaign programme. ~~ 
At the General Convention a Bishop was elected for the 
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Missionary District of Haiti. The Bishop—-elect however has 
declined and at my request, the Presiding Bishop has accepted 
my resignation of ‘the care of that jurisdiction and has placed 
it under the care of the newly consecrated Bishop of the Cana! 
Zone. I hope that this action will benefit. our work in that 
it will allow me more time to devote to Porto Rico and the 
Dominican Republic. 

I am sorry to have to report that the corrected copy of the 
new canons passed at our last Convocation, did not reach me 
in time to be presented to the House of Bishops for adoption. 
These will have to be held for the next meeting, and in the 
meantime we will have to work under the old canons except 
as by mutual agrreement we may decide to be _ bound 
temporarily by the new laws. 


There were many subjects of importance brought before the 
General Convention but 1 am going to speak of three which 
were of special importance and called forth great interest and 
enthusiasm. ‘The first in practical importance was the Nation 
Wide Campaign of which I have spoken above. Some Dioceses 
had not entered the campaign at all while others were waiting 
to see what would be done by the General Convention before 
prosecuting it in the various parishes. The organizations up 
to that time had the authority only of the General boards 
of the Church and the various other bodies which had joined 
in the movement. Large mass meetings were held at which 
the whole subject of the campaign was discussed and_ the 
budgets as shown by the various surveys were presented. A 
representative commission was appointed to further the 
campaign throughout the Church and the general plan as 
arranged was carried out. It was my privilege to assist in the 
work of presenting the subject to individual parishes and mass 
meetings in various Dioceses in the States and | hope that 
our cause in Porto Rico may: have been somewhat helped 
thereby. Nothing has as yet been determined by the 


_ commission as to the allocation of funds received from. the 


campaign. 
Another matter of great practical importance to the Church 


was the reorganization of the Executive bodies of the Church 


under one head. Let us bear in mind that the founders of our 
government were also largely the organizers of our American 
Church. The two organizations have been similar, with the 
exception that we have had one executive head with a cabinet 
of advisers. This is now provided for in the “Presiding Bishop 
and Council”. under whom will be administered all existing 
general boards authorized by the General Convention: e. g. 
The work of the former Board of Missions has been taken over 
by the Presiding Bishop and Council since January first of 
this year and is administered as a department, known as the 
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‘Department of Missions and Church Extension”. Dr. John — 


W. Wood was chosen as Executive Secretary of this leper as 
and Dr. Arthur R. Gray retains his former position as — 


Secretary for Latin America. Other departments organized are*G 


those of “Religious Education”, “Social Service’, “Publicity”, 
and “Finance’. It is hoped and expected that, under chig. 
organization, the whole work of the Church will be better 
coordinated and provided for. 

Another matter of importance as touching the whole question 
of the reunion of Christendom, was the consideration of what 
is termed the “Proposal fOr an approach towards Unity’, 
otherwise known as the “Concordat”. This is a proposition 
to make possible the ordination of ministers in other Christian 
bodies who accept the Scriptures, the Nicene Creed, and the 
two Sacraments, under certain conditions stated in. thes 
aforementioned proposals. After discussion it was determined 
that Article VIII of the Constitution of the Church is a 
bar to such action on the part of the Bishops of this Church, 
but action was taken expressing the willingness on the part a 
the Church to initiate action that may make such ordination 
possible. This means of course that in initiating such action 
the first step would be an amendment to Article VIII of 
the Constitution which cannot be done before 1922, after — 
which the whole question of the advisability of such action 
will be considered by the General Convention. 

We are living in a wonderful age and who can say that 
God has not planned great things to be accomplished in His 
Church at this time? It is God’s will that all His followers 
should be one. A preliminary meeting of the World. 
Conference on Faith and Order, will be held, God willing, at 
Geneva, Switzerland, on August 12, 1920. .-All: the sgreats 
family groups, save one, of the Churches which worship Jesus 
Christ as God Incarnate and Saviour, will be represented by 
delegates from every quarter of the earth and of almost 
every race and tongue. Invitations have been sent to, and 
accepted by, all Europe, Australia and America, all Christian 
Asia and Africa and the Islands of the Sea. 


Let us pray for light that we may know and realize what 
God expects of us In this momentous matter of unity. 
It has been said ‘‘You can do more than pray after you 
have prayed; but you cannot do more than pray until you 
have prayed.” Let me urge upon all congregations of this 
District that prayer for God’s guidance in the. whole question 
of Unity be constantly observed. Let us pray with constant 
recognition of the fact that the Catholic Church is the keeper: 
of truth, and that we are to be unprejudiced against any 
phase of the truth and are to. observe Charity, which 1s 
love, toward all men. 


PRELIMINARY REPORT OF SOCIAL 
SERVICE COMMISSION 


Instructed by Convocation to issue a preliminary statement 
in time for publication in the present Journal, the Social 
Service Commission desires to call attention to the very serious 
economic conditions now existing throughout the island, on 
account of the increased cost of the necessaries of life. This 
universal phenomenon is doubly serious in Porto Rico for 
the reason that the standard of living heretofore in vogue 
among. a large section of .our population was already below 
the minimum necessary for normal health. Elsewhere the 
prevailing standard might be reduced without serious 
consequences, but not so in Porto Rico. Any further reduction 
here must be looked upon with alarm. It means starvation 
by degrees, and increased liability to the scourges of disease 
to which these unfortunates are already subject. 

It is the purpose of the Social Service Commission to make 
a survey of the conditions existing among certain groups and 
classes, and to this end the clergy and other Church workers 
are asked to co-operate by supplying such information as 
they may be able to gather. When complete and _ reliable 
facts are in hand, a detailed report will be issued. 

It is recommended that in all parishes and missions efforts 
be made to extend the Church’s ministry of mercy especially 
to those who are afflicted in body and without the means for 
securing medical assistance. It is recommended that steps 
be taken to open a free clinic in connection with St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Ponce, in the central part of the city.
